THE    nilCACO  WIDE-AWAKES. 


[Repotted  CxpVuilf  for  Hie  Pi.'s>  aucl  Tribune.] 
The  evenls  of  Convention  week,  long  antici- 
pated in  this  city,  were  titly  ushered  in  on  Sat- 
urday evening,  by  tho  exorcises  of  formal  and 
imposing  dedication  of  the  Great  Wigwnro,  ou 
the  corner  of  Luke  and  Market  streets. 

Tbis  gigantic  structure,  the  largest  audience 
room  in  tbe  United  States,  owes  its  erection  to 
Uio  spirit  of  liberality  and  welcome  with  which 
our  Chicago  Republicans  have   hailed  tho  occa- 

i'firi.  ,vhii.ll    in    Cbioatf",  now  n'lfhfn  n  few  dnj-a 

benoo,  is  to  usher  in  the  great  campaign  ot  1860, 
by  namini;  tbe  gallant  standard-bearers  of  our 
party,  who  are  destined  in  November  to  bear 
its  colors  to  vielory. 

The  great  Wigwam  is  not  simply  intoudeil  fur 
tho  sessions  of  the  CunventUm.  It  will  know 
many  glorious  rallies  during  tho  summer  and 
full  to  come.  An  it  stands,  it  is  the  worthy  ob; 
juct  of  pride  to  all  our  citizeuw,  even  those  of 
opposite  politics  recognizing  the  added  fame  it 
will  win  lor  our  city,  in  tho  credit  it  refloats 
upon  our  rosidcnts. 

Tbe  Wigwam  was  commenced  early  iu  April 
aud  pushed  rapidly  to  completion.  It  is  a  sub- 
stuutial  wooden  structure;  ibe  dimensions  imd 
internal  arrangement^  iyM  bo  best  understood 
from  the  accompanying  diagram ; 


Tho  longest  front  of  the  building  is  ou  Market 
street.  Uoth  fronts  ore  simple  and  plain,  yet 
neat  and  in  Keeping  with  the  character  and  de- 
sign of  the  building. 

Tbe  entrances  are  broad  and  ample,  and  (ho 
area  withiu,  admirably  woll  adaptod  to  meet  tbe 
purposes  of  tbe  edifice.  Advantage  hns  been 
taken  of  the  height  of  grade  on  both  streets, 
about  ten  (net,  to  give  that  amount  of  slopo  to 
the  lloor  by  a  series  of  wide  platforms,  to  |tll« 
space  in  front  of  tho  stage.  Tho  platform  is  wide 
and  deop,  uud  thereon  is  to  be  held  the  Repub- 
lican Naiiuuul  Convention  of  1800,  as  the  im- 
mense stage  will  accommodate  from  six  to 
seven  hundred  persons.  It  liason  -uithor  ond, 
as  will  bo  aoflD,  ample  Committee  rooms.  In 
front  of  tho  p  tat  form  is  an  ancrosvtl  (pace  rorme 
music. 

A  judiciously  arranged  and  excellent  feature 
oi  tbe  Wigwam  is  the  immense  gallery  extend 
ing  on  three  sides.  The  pitch  of  this  is  such 
that  from  every  part  a  perfect  view  of  the 
speaker's  stand  can  be  gained.  Tho  supports 
of  the  edifice  are  ample  enough  to  banish  all 
suspicion  of  insecurity,  yet  such  as  to  interpose 
tbe  leaBt  possible  interruption  to  seeing  uud 
bearing. 

Tbe  entire  cost  of  the  building  is  between 
$5,000  and  $0,000,  Its  capacity  bus  been  fixed 
by  good  judges,  based  on  careful  estimates,  at 
from  ten  to  eleven  thousand.    Its  interior  was

REMARKS  OF    HON.   MR.    CORWINE. 

Hon.  It.  M.  Cor  wix,  of  Cincinnati,  was  next  in- 
troduced. He  recognized  in  tbe  enthusiasm  of 
the  women  an  Unfailing  iudicutiou  of  the  coming 
success  of  the  Republican  party.  Ever  the  wo- 
men were  foremost  in  the  promotion  of  tbe 
cause  of  humanity,  and  in  this  coming  election 
their  interest  leads  them  to  that  courso  which 
produced  the  success  of"  Old  Tiopecauoe,"  and 
its  result  will  be  just  such  as  then  blessed  the 
land.  This  Convention  which  is  to  meet  in  a 
few  days  is  to  demonstrate  to  tbe  worldwhetber 
a  free  people  can  express  themselves  by  majori- 
ties at  the  ballot  box,  in  favor  of  any  particular 
system  of  government.  It  has  been  denied  that 
they  can.  Ha  trusted  tbe  country  would  rebuke 
this"  sentimeut,  aud  by  actions  fulfill  tbe  high 
destiny  promised  by  tbe  faithful  performance  of 
our  constitutional  obligations.  This  contest  is 
one  for  or  ogaiust  free  speech,  free  labor  aud 
free  land.  In  such  a  cause  there  can  now  be  no 
failure,  for  the  debauchery  of  Ihe  last  two  Ad- 
ministrations has  awakened  the  people  to  a 
sense  of  danger  and  to  a  knowledge  of  duty, 

He  referred  to  the  dissension  at  Charleston, 
and  after  a  compliment  paid  the  ladies  of  Chica- 
go, remarked  that  Ohio  could  oiler  no  other  re- 
spjuse  tbauthe  promise  to  supply  the  marriage- 
able daughters  of  mothers,  or  tbo  widows,  as- 
sisting in  the  good  work,  witb  good  Republican 
husbands. 

Hon.  N.  It.  Jtidd  next  introducod  a  member 
of  the  Minnesota  delegation,  Mr.  Johns,  a  plain, 
farmer-looking  personage,  who  Mr.  Judd  said, 
bad  walked  ISO  miles  to  take  a  railroad  to  the 
C.bjcago  Convention.  Mr.  Johns'  brief  remarks 
were  sound  and  sensible,  aud  here  and  there 
had  telling  hits. 

MR.  CUEESEMA-V  SPEAKS. 

D.  H.  Cheeseman,  of  California,  was  next 
presented  to  Ibe  audience.  Ho  paid  a  handsome 
tribute  to  tbe  memory  of  Broderick,  remarking 
that  while  the  Little  Giant  of  Illinois  found  bis 
sickness  too  overwhelmin  g  to  allow  of  bis 
speaking  the  name  ot  bis  best  friend,  the  Re- 
publicans of  California  remember  that  Senator, 
that  was,  with  respect  and  admiration. 

He  proceeded  to  describe  the  difficulties 
against  which  tbe  li  tie  baud  of  Republicans  in

What  wus  bis  posi- 
tion? The  fir.-t  speech  he  made  when  a  beard- 
less boy.  in  1S2S,  was  in  favor  of  tbe  emancipa- 
tion of  slaves.  In  1882  he  said  to  tho  Legislature 
of  Kentucky  that  if  be  could  only  be  instrumental 
in  the  eradication  of  this  greatest  of  ull  evils 
from  his  native  State,  Virginia,  or  from  the  one 
of  his  udopted  country,  Kentucky,  he  would 
not  exchange  tbe  proud  satisfaction  which  he 
should  then  feel  for  all  tbe  honors  ever  decreed 
to  a  Roman  coiiquerer. 

In  1850,  among  tbe  Inst  speeches  made  by  him 
>  one  in  which  ho  said  :  "  Coming  as  I  do 
trum  a  wlavo  State,  it  is  due  to  truth  and  can-. 
dor  tlfat  I  i.fauuld  say  t'.ai  no  V,*=raa  ■?'" "~ 
shall  ever  pompel  me  to  extend  slavery  one 
inch  beyond  its  present  limits." 
1  Sosayl.  I  will  go  no  step  beyond  that  no- 
ble sentiment.  God  being  my  helper.  I  will 
take  no  s'ep  this  side  of  thai  sentiment.  Istaud 
upon  that  as  my  platform  as  firm  as  I  stand 
upon  the  very  earth  beneath  my  feet.  That 
sentiment  should  swell  all,  your  bat!  le  cries,  and 
play  on  all  your  banners,  uutil  a  complete  tri- 
umph has  been  achieved  at  the  next  election.  I 
am  not  here  to  inspire  or  encourage  any  futile 
hope,  to  inspire  aD,y  overweening  beiiet  of  cer- 
tain success.  In  1856i  it  was  coutended  that  wo 
were  a  sectional  parly,  and  that  Mr.  Fremont 
was  a  aeotioual  candidate,  and  that  the  Demo- 
crats were  the  national  party.  In  other  words, 
that  to  receive  the  support  of  seventeen  free 
States  made  us  a  sectional  party,  and  to  receive 
the  support  of  fifteen  slave  States  made  the 
Democratic  a  national  parly. 

That  cry  will  not,  I  trusr,  bo  repeated  again. 
See  what  they  have  done  at  Charleston.  They 
have  completely  broken  themselves  upi  and  in- 
stead of  doing  as  a  decent  man  should  do,  their 
ghost  is  permitted  to"  revisit,  the  glimpses  of 
the  moon." 

In  conclusion  the  speaker  said  he  bad  en- 
gaged to  redeem  tho  State  of  Indiana  or  to  be 
the  humble  instrument  in  the  bands  of  the 
people,  so  to  do.  Doubtlesa  all  present  were 
anxious  to  make  the  acquaintance  of  tb;  next 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  if  so,  he 
hoped  they' would  look  at  him,  for  he  surely 
would  be  elected.

At  the  close  of  Col.  Lane's  speech,  Gov.  Mor- 
rill, of  Maine,  was  introduced,  and  spoke  as 
follows: 

Mr.  President  and  Ladies  and  Oentlomen  :  I 
am  from  a  journey  of  eleven  hundred  miles  to 
attend  this  Convent'ou  of  freemen  who  have 
assembled  from  ull  portions  of  Ibis  great  Con- 
federacy of  States  to  nominate  him  who  shall  bo 
triumphantly  elected  at  tbo  coming  election, 
and  the  sight  of  this  "  sea  of  upturned  faces" 
assures  ma  of  that  success  which  sbull  crown 
our  labors.  And  what  is  in  the  way  of  success? 
Why,  fellow-citizens,  the  perfidy  ot  tbe  last  six 
years  of  the  administration,  present}  aud  past, 
has  already  prepared  tbe  way  for  the  triumphs 
in  tha  comingeleclion.  Who  that  recounts  tbe 
perfidies  that  have  been  "perpetrated  by  tbe 
Administrutiun  doubts  for  a  moment  that 
Ihe  American  people  are  about  to  arise  iu 
their  majesty,  aod  ell  this  Administration  to 
an  accouut,  and' burl  tn«m  from  their  seals 
of  power.  A  party  that  cam,  jnt<,  power  in

THE    CHICAGO  WIDE-AWAKES. 


lR*[>oite<l  o^r«il7  for  Hie  Pica)  aad  Tribune.) 

The  events  of  Convention  week,  long  antici- 
pated in  this  city,  were  li  try  ushered  in  on  Sat- 
urday evening,  by  the  exorcises  of  formal  and 
imposing  dedication  of  the  Great  Wigwam,  ou 
the  corner  of  Luke  and  Market  streets. 

Tin's  gigantic  structure,  tbe  InrgeBt  audience 
room  in  the  United  States,  owes  its  erection  to 
tbe  spirit  of  liberality  and  welcome  with  which 
our  Chicago  Republicans  have  bailed  the  odea- 
j-inn,  which  in  Chioaqa,  now  iritbfn  n  few  dnj-g 
henoo,  is  to  usher  in  tbo  great  cnuipuign  of  1860, 
by  naming  the  gallant  Btandard-bearera  of  our 
party,  who  are  destined  in  November  to  bear 
its  colors  to  victory. 

TftPgreat  Wigwam  is  not  simply  intended  fur 
the  sessions  of  the  Convention.  It  will  know 
many  glorious  rallies  during  the  summer  and 
full  to  come.  As  it  stands,  it.  is  the  worthy  ob- 
ject of  pride  tn  all  our  citizens,  even  those  of 
opposite  politics  recognizing  tbe  added  fame  it 
will  win  for  our  city,  in  tbo  credit  it  reflects 
upon  ourresidenls. 

The  Wigwam  was  commenced  early  iu  April 
and  pushed  rapidly  to  completion.  It  is  a  sub- 
stantial wooden  structure^  ibe  dimensions  and 
internal  arrangementiiTiu  bo  best  understood 
from  the  accompanying  diagram  : 
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Tbe  longest  front  of  tbe  building  is  on  Market 
street.  Both  fronts  are  simple  and  plain,  yet 
neat  and  iu  keeping  with  the  character  and  de- 
sign of  the  building. 

The  entrances  rue  broad  aud  ample,  and  tbo 
area  within,  ndmirabl>-  well  adapted  to  meet  the 
purposes  ol  the  edifice.  Advantage  has  beeu 
taken  of  the  height  of  grade  on  both  streets, 
about  ten  foot,  to  give  that  amount  of  slope  to 
tbo  floor  by  a  series  or  wide  platforms,  tojthu 
space  in  frontofthestage.  Tbe  platform  is  wide 
aud  duep,  and  thereon  is  to  be  held  the  Repub- 
lican National  Convention  ol  1SC0,  as  the  im- 
mense Singe  will  accommodate  from  six  to 
seven  hundred  person*.  It  lias  on  either  end, 
as  will  bo  seen,  ample  Committee  rooms.  In 
Trim!  or  tto  pi.nrbrm  is  an  utrcroseu  ipore  ror  raft 
music. 

A  judiciously  arranged  and  excellent  feature 
ol  the  Wigwam  is  tbe  immense  gallery  esteud 
ing  on  three  sides.  The  pitch  of  this  is  such 
that  from  every  part  a  perfuct  view  of  the 
speaker's  stand  can  be  gained.  Tbe  supports 
of  'be  edifice  are  ample  enough  to  bnuisb  nil 
suspicion  of  insecurity,  yet  such  as  to  interpose 
the  least  possible  interruption  to  seeing  and 
hearing. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  building  is  between 
$S,00D  aDd  $o.000,  Its  capacity  has  been  fixed 
by  good  judges,  based  on  careful  estimates,  ut 
from  ten  to  eleven  thousand.     Its  interior  was 
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The  Chairman  then  in  a  brief  and  happy  mi- 
dress  alluded  to  the  enterprise  thus  happily 
completed,  to  tho  purposes  which  were  the  ori- 
gin of  tho  building,  and  the  scenes  of  which  it 
is  to  be  tbe  theatre  the  coming  weefc,  and  thence 
on  throughout  the  campaign,  lie  paid  a  happy 
tribute  to  tho  tealous  and  well  bestowed  ser- 
vices of  the  ladies  iu  putting  the  finishing  and 
tasteful  touches  to  the  work.

I  behold  tbe 
almighty  and  transforming  power  of  free  labor 
in  ihis  city  of  Chicago,  [cheers]  seated  as  it  is, 
adorned  as  it  is,  in  its  queenly  robes  beside  your 
crystal  lake  I  You  are  convened  on  this  inter- 
esting occasion  t>  inaugurate  this  great  temple, 
not  to  the-  worship  of  Unknown, 
but  to  tbe  t  t'enius  of  true  repub- 
licanism. [YoWorous  applause.]  I  come 
to  you,  this  night  to  proclaim-no  new  gospel, 
to  creot  no  new  -f;r,  r  ask  you  with  mo  to

speak  in  behalf  of  a  great  party,  but  1  feel  it  is 
110  sin  to  believe  in  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence, or  to  quote  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount. 
[Applause  and  laughter.]  The  grand  principles 
which  underlie  tht  noble  organization  of  the 
Republican  party  are  principles  UDon  which 
alone  may  be  admnistered  safely  these  grand 
institutions  of  ours,  which  beautify  and  adorn 
our  common  country.

(Im- 
mense applause.)  Some  of  us  first  beheld 
the  light  of  tht  genial  sunshine  on  the 
slopes  of  tbe  Allepbaoiesj  some  first  breathed 
the  air,  and  deriwd  their  idea  of  the  beauty 
and  magnificence  of  nature  in  the  still  and 
boundless  praincsof  the  West,  while  many  of

1  say  if  Henry 
Claw  bad  been  "living,  your  Little  giant  would 
never  have  dared  to  make  amotion  to  rcpeul  the 
Missouri  Compromises.  [Great  Applause.]  He 
would  have  been  withered  and  blasted  by  tbo 
light  which  would  glance  from  the  eye  of  Clay. 
[Applause  ]  They  have  hunted  him  to  tbe  grave, 
aud  over  the  green  grave  they  have  held  up  hi 


>utatiou  more  slanderous 


fore  tbe  world  1 

than  they  uttered  while 

The  Democratic  party  in  13-tVO  and  '50 
took  ground  in  favor  not  only  of  the  constitu- 
tional power  of  Congress  to  exclude  slavery  in 
the  Territories,  hut  asserted  their  duty  to  ex- 
clude it. 

How  stood  Clay  ?  I  may  speak — I  hope  I  may 
speak  without  egotism  In  reference  to  the  posi- 
tion of  the  Wing  party.  I  followed  through 
sunshine  and  storm;  through  evil  well  asm 
good  report,  tho  meteor  flag  of  our  common 
country,  upheld  by  the  stalwart  right  arm  of 
HenryClay,  aud  was  proud  of  the  association. 
This  night  mv  political  allegiance  lies  asleep  in 
the  grave  of  Henry  Clay.  What  was  his  posi- 
tion? The  6r>t  speech  he  made  when  a  beard- 
less boy,  in  1S2S,  was  in  fuvor  of  the  emancipa- 
tion of  slaves.  InlSo2  he  said  to  the  Legislature 
of  Kentucky  that  if  he  could  only  be  instrumental 
in  The  eradication  of  this  greatest  of  all  evils 
from  his  native  Slate,  Virginia,  or  from  tbe  one 
of  his  adopted  country,  Kentucky,  he  would 
not  exchange  the  proud  satisfaction  wbich  he 
should  then  feel  for  all  the  honors  ever  decreed 
to  a  Roman  couquerer. 

In  185Q,  among  the  last  speeches  made  by  him 
was  one  in  which  he  said:  "Coming  as  I  do 
Iron)  a  slave  State,  it  is  due  to  truth  and  can- 
dor that  Ishuuld  suy  tu.it  1,0  V*—  ,va  7,--— 
sbnll  ever  compel  me  to  extend  slavery  one 
inch  beyond  its  present  limits." 

So  say  I.  I  will  go  no  step  beyond  that  no- 
ble sentiment.  God  being  my  helper,  I  will 
take  no  s'ep  this  side  of  that  sentiment.  I  staud 
upou  that  as  my  platform  as  firm  as  I  stand 
upon  the  very  earth  beneath  my  feet.  That 
sentiment  should  swell  all. your  battle  cries,  and 
play  on  all  your  banners',  uutil  a  complete  tri- 
umph has  been  achieved  at  'the  next  election.  I 
em  not  here  to  inspire  or  encourage  any  futile 
hope,  to  inspire  any  overweeuiug  belief  of,  cer- 
tain success.  In  1836;  it  was  contended  that  we 
were  a  sectional  party,  aud  that  Mr.  Fremont 
was  a  sectional  candidate,  and  that  the  Demo- 
crats were  the  national  party.  Iu  other  words, 
that  to  receive  the  support  of  seventeen  free 
States  made  us  a  sectional  party,  aud  to  receive 
the  support  of  fifteen  slave  States  made  the 
Democratic  a  national  party. 

That  cry  will  not,  I  trust,  be  repeated  again. 
See  what  they  have  done  at  Charleston.  They 
have  completely  broken  themselves  up,  and  in-' 
stead  of  doing  as 'a  decent  man  should  do,  their 
ghost  is  permitted  to"  revisit  tho  glimpses  of. 
the  moon." 

In  conclusion  the  speaker  said  he  had  en- 
gaged to  redeem  tho  State  of  Indiana  or  to  be 
the  humble  instrument  in  tho  hands  of  the 
people,  so  to  do.  Doubtless  all  present  were 
anxious  to  make  the  acquaintance  of  th?  next 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  if  so,  he 
hoped  they  would  look  at  him,  for  he  surely 
would  be  elected. 


At  tbe  close  of  Col.  Lane's  speeob,  Gov.  Mor- 
rill, of  Maine,  was  introduced,  and  spoke  as 
follows: 

Mr.  President  und  Ladies  and  Geullomen  :  I 
am  from  a  journey  of  eleven  hundred  miles  to 
attend  this  Conventon  of  freemen  who  have 
ossembled  from  all  portions  of  this  great  Con- 
federacy ot  States  to  nominate  him  who  shall  bo  I 
triumphantly  elected  at  tbe  coming  election, 
arid  the- sight  of  this  "  sea  of  upturned  laces" 
assures  me  of  that  success  which  shall  crown 
our  labors.  And  what  is  in  the  way  of  success'/ 
Why,  fellow-citizens,  tbo  perfidy  ol  the  last  six 
years  of  the  administration,  present  aud  past, 
has  already  prepared  the  way  for  the  triumphs 
in  tho  coming  election.  Who  that  recounts  tbe 
perfidies  that  have  been  perpetrated  by  the 
Administration  doubts  for  u  moment  that 
the  Amencau  pt^ple  Qre  about  to  arise  in 
their  majesty,  and  md)  this  Administration  to 
an  account,  and  burl  ln»m  from  tbeir  seals 
of  power.  A  party  that  cam*  jnto  power  in 
1852  pledged  to  no  lurlher  agitalwn  „p„n  the 
greet  question  of  slavery,  has  done  I'mle  less 
since  that  time  than  to  agitate,  agitate,  a^itai.e 
the  country  from  centre  to  circumference,  until 
at  last  an  aveiging  heaven  has  so  agitated  it 
that  it  has  died  iu  convulsions,  as  if  with  the 
black  vomit,  at  Charleston.  [Laughter  aud  ap- 
plause.] 

.  That  great  parly,  coming  into  power  in  a  pe- 
riod of  profound  peace  and  prosperity,  has  kept 
this  people  agitated  for  two  successive  Admin- 
istrations, until  they  are  now  no  longer  able  10 
keep  up  the  delusion.  It  has  at  least  convulsed 
itself  and  expired.  If  the  Republicans  now 
arise  there  seems  to  bo  uo  difficulty  in  the  -way 
of  ihoir  tnlciDB  pcunonsiac  of  tlno  KOVerniuent, 
and  requiring  >'  to  ruiurn  again  to  tho  p-i-iuo ;,,],>,, 

of  tbe  fathers  of  tbe  Republic.  F"rom  the  un- 
mistakable indications  which  come  to  us  from 
all  parts,  we  can  see  that  the  American 
people  uro  thoroughly  uroused  and 
are  coming  ou  t )  hurl  from  power 
this  Administration,  and  put  in  tbeir  places 
men  who  will  respect  the  Constitution  ol  their 
country,  who  will  restore  the  Government  to 
its  original  condition,  and  conduct  it  upon  the 
principles  and  policy  for  which  it  was  started, 
supported  and  guided  during  the  first  half  cen- 
tury of  itr  existence.  The  Democratic  party 
being  out  of  tbe  way,  I  am  not  aware  of  any- 
thing, unless  it  should  be  the  nominations  at 
Baltimore,  that  should  be  a  hindrance  to  the 
success  of  the  Republican  party;  and  I  had 
supposed  that  that  nomination  was  too  much  of

We  do  not  pretend  to  answer  tor  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  following,  communicated  to  the 
Boston  Journal  by  its  New  York  correspond- 
ent, under  date  May  3th.  We  give  it  as  one 
of  the  sigus  of  the  times — times  which  abound 
in  political  canards  of  all  degrees  of  improb. 
ability : 

A  privale  meeting  of  politicians  has  just 
closed  in  this  city.  It  was  at i ended  by  U.  S. 
Senators  aud  men  who  have  great  influence  in 
political  matters.  The  design  of  the  meeting 
was  1o  confer  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  Chi- 
cago nominee.  The  meeting  unanimously  carac 
to  iho  conclusion  that  Air.  Seward  could  not  be 
nominated.  Out  of  twenty -five  Senators  only 
'■wo  are  in  his  favor.  And  Hie  only  man  who  it 
was  supjviseil  could  carry  Pennsylvania  certain- 
ly iajgd&e  McLean,  and  it  was  "agreed  to  sup- 
port aim.  For  Vice  President  the  whole  list 
has  been  reduced  to  three  names— Hamlin  of 
M-iine,  Banks  of  Massachusetts,  and  David 
Uudley  Field  of  New  York".  The  nominee  must 
be  of  Democratic  antecedents.  He  must  be  ac- 
ceptable to  the  Northwest  and  the  Republican 
foreigners.  Mr.  Hanks  bus  the  German  foreign 
*rs  against  him.  Hand  Dudley  Field  is  one  or 
the  Xeiv  York  Barnburners,  and  as  New  York 
is  not  beyond  the  pale  of  doubtful  States,  the 
current  runs  strongly  in  his  favor.  So  much  lor 
the  inner  circle  of  the  political  conierenca.  I 
could  give  you  the  names  ol  the  men  who  com- 
posed this  meeting,  but  I  think  it  not  best.

The  longest  front  of  the  building  is  on  Market 
street.  Both  fronts  are  simple  and  plain,  yet 
neat  and  in  keeping  with  the  character  and  de- 
sign of  the  huildiog. 

The  entrances  are  broad  and  ample,  and  the 
area  within,  admirably  well  adapted  to  meet  the 
purposes  of  the  edifice.  Advantage  has  been 
taken  of  the  height  of  grade  on  both  streets, 
about  ten  feet,  to  give  that  amount  of  slopo  to 
the  floor  by  a  series  of  wide  platforms,  to  thi 
space  in  front  of  the  stage.  Tho  platform  is  wide 
and  deep,  and  thereon  is  to  be  held  tho  Repub- 
lican National  Cnnvention  ot  1SG0,  as  the  im- 
mense stage  will  accommodate  from  six  to 
seven  hundred  persons.  It  has  on  --ir  l...r  o.-.J, 
as  will  bo  aeon,  ample  Committee  rooms.

A  judiciously  arranged  and  excellent  feature 
ol  the  Wigwam  is  the  immense  gallery  extend 
ing  on  three  sides.  Tho  pitch  of  this  is  such 
that  from  every  part  a  perfect  view  of  the 
speaker's  stand  can  be  gained.  The  supports 
of  the  editicc  are  ample  enough  to  banish  all 
suspicion  of  insecurity,  yet  such  as  to  interpose 
the  least  possible  interruption  to  seeing  and 
heariDg. 

The  entiro  cost  of  the  building  is  between 
$5,000  and  $0,000,  Its  capacity  bus  been  Gxed 
by  good  judges,  based  on  careful  estimates,  at 
from  ten  to  eleven  thousand.  Its  interior  was 
left  rough  and  unpinned,  the  wall  back  of  the 
platform  being  the  brick  wall  of  the  adjoining 
store. 

Upon  Ibis  rough  interior,  the  light,  graceful, 
and  entirely  successful  handiwork  of  our  He- 
publican  ladies  hos  been  bestowed,  until  when 
for  the  first  timo  the  effect  of  gaslight  was  add- 
ed Saturday  evening,  the  ellect  was  brilliant  in 
the  extremo. 

Around  the  front  of  the  gallery  are  the  conl3 
of  arms  of  the  Slates,  and  between  them  ivreaihB 
of  evergreen.  The  pillars  and  supports  have 
been  painted  white,  aud  wreathed  with  ever- 
greens, aud  from  each  to  each  have  been  twined 
draperies  in  red,  white  nnd  blue,  with  artificial 
(lowers  nnd  miniature  national  flags. 

The  pillars  supporting  the  roof,  which  form  a 
continuous  row  along  the  front  of  the  plutlorm, 
bear,  on  the  side  to  tho  audience,  busts  of  dis- 
tinguished men,  supported  by  figures  of  Atlas. 
The  speaker's  stand  is  a  double  dais  or  platform 
on  rolicre,  to  be  pushed  hack  to  the  rear  of  the 
great  stage  when  tho  Convention  is  in  session, 
or  brought  forward  when  Iho  great  area  in  front 
is  tilled  for  a  mass  meeting. 

This  latter  was  the  ease  last  evening,  Tho 
dais  bore  elegant  appointments  of  furniture, 
and  statuary  on  eithor  side.  Tho  chief  decora. 
tion  has  justly  been  bestowed  upon  the  stage. 
Tho  brick  wall  at  the  rear  has  boon  painted  and 
divided  iuto  arched  panels,  iu  which  aro  colos- 
sal statuary  paintings.  Over  the  centre  of  the 
stage  is  suspended  a  large  gilt  eagle.  Altogeth- 
er the  Wigwam  is  a  success  in  design,  and  iu 
its  carrying  out. 

THE  DEDICATION. 
The  utmost  eagerness,  oven  among  our  own 
citizens,  bad  been  awakened  by  tho  announce- 
ment of  the  dedication,  which  took  place  on  Sat- 
urday evening.  To  make  up  a  deficit  existing 
in  tho  funds  in  the  of  Ihe  Committee  it  was  dc. 
cided  to  make  the  dedication  tho  "Benefit"  of  tho 
Wigwam,  and  twenty-five  cents  was  fixed  as 
tho  price  of  admission.  The  numbers  that 
turned  out  on  Saturday  evening,  ,vas  a  suffi- 
cient proof  of  the  readiness  our  citizens  to  meet 
this  slight  appeal. 

Long  before  the  hour  announced  for  the  open- 
ing of  the  exorcises  the  rush  began  and  tho 
doorkeepers  were  busy,  aud  by  half  past  seven 
there  wore  from  seven  to  eight  thousand  per- 
sons present.  And  still  they  came.  Geutla- 
men  and  ladies,  citizens  and  strangers,  men  of 
all  parlies,  all  pressed  in.  A  space  had  been 
railed  off  dividing  midway  (he  gallory  tbroimh 
its  entire  length,  and  iu  froutof  this  were  scats 
for  ladies  and  gentlemen  accompanying  ladies. 
This  was  tilled  at  an  early  hour.  The  platform 
was  otao  reserved  for  tho  same,  and  there  were 
no  vacant  seats. 

Thogreat  hall  presents  a  feature  moat  satis- 
factory in  its  acoustic  qualities.  During  some 
of  the  speeches  last  evening  wo  visited  Ihe  re. 
molest  portions  of  the  gallory,  and  could  hoar 
distinctly  tho  fuller  tones  of  the  speaker's 
voice.  During  tho  coining  week  doubtless  num- 
bers of  our  loading  Republican  orators  will  en- 
joy the  rare  privilege  of  being  listened  to  by  an 
audieuce  of  over  ten  thousand  persons  under 
one  roof.

But  ibis  is  nut  the  time  nor  the  occasion  upon 
which  to  tender  adequate  and  proper  thanks  to 
tho  citizens  of  Chicago  for  their  efforts  in  their 
benalf.  When  the  representatives  of  the  great 
Republican  party  shall  assemble  here,  then,  I 
doubt  not,  that  in  proper  words,  in  resolutions 
properly  framed  and  perhaps  by  speeches  by 
gentlemen  qualified  to  do  justice  to  the  matter, 
proper  thanks  will  tendered  to  the  ladies  and 
gentlemen  of  Chicago  for  their  efforts. 

Neverthelese,  I  will  so  far  digress  from  this 
purpose,  as  here,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of 
the  Republicans  ol  Minnesota,  to  thank  the  la- 
dies for  their  zeal,  their  energy,  aud  their  taste, 
as  manifested  during  the  past  week,  in  prepar- 
ing these  decorations,  these  garlands  and  bou- 
quets. These  llowers,  too,  which  are  around 
us,  we  thank  you  for.  They  are  emblemsof  iu- 
noconce  and  beauty.  As  they  bioom  upon  this 
spot,  they  wi'l  mark  your  bloom,  and  that  of 
those  who  shall  come  after  you.  The  mother, 
the  sisler,  or  daughter,  who  strews  her  path 
with  roses,  may  be  traced  on  the  morrow  by  the 
frail  fragments  that,  mark  her  way.  Well  may 
she,  by  her  good  example,  aid  and  comfort  us 
in  this  impending  crisis,— this  conllict  that  is 
now  about  lobe  waged,  nod  which  will  never 
coase  until  the  great  Republican  party  shall 
take  charge  of  the  affairs  of  ihe  nation.  Her 
kind  offices  are  oT  vast  importance  to  the  great 
Republican  cause.  I  need  not  say  that  it  was  the 
women  and  children  (I  will  not  use  the  term 
ladies,)  that  elected  Gen.  Ilarnsoo  (applause) 
to  tho  Presidential  chair;  that  it  was  the  wo 
men  and  children  who  elected  Zachary  Taylor 
to  the  Presidency  of  the  United  States.  ["Ap- 
plause.] I  say  that  it  is  meet  that  the  ladies  of 
Cbicaso  should  bo  present  on  this  occasion.

. ration  of  the  beholder,  when  the  clods  of  the 
valley  shall  become  aweet  unto  Ihem. 

Ladies,  in  tho  name  of  the  Republicans  of 
Minnesota,  I  iiiveyou  my  unfeigned  and  hearty 
thanks.  (Applause,)  As  I  cast  my  oyes  over 
this  mighty  concourse  aud  survey  the  immeusa 
urea  of  this  tabernacle,  the  memory  of  the  past 
comes  up  before  me.  It  is  now  twenty-five 
years  since  I  trod  the  grassy  prairie  whereon 
now  stands  this  goodly,  this  mighty  Babylon  oi 
tho  West.  I  heboid  opulence,  splendor,  taste 
aud  all  that  iudicates  a  high  order  of  civiliza- 
tion where  there  was  the  barren  waste.  I  am 
filled  with  emotion  when  I  contemplate  the 
changes  that  the  quarter  of  a  century  has 
wrought, 

'I  his  demonstration  is  meet  and  proper  indeed 
'Tis  meet  because  adequate  means  should  be 
used  for  the  consummation  of  all  great  purpo- 
ses.and  sur.;ly  the  object  for  which  this  taberna- 
cle is  being  inaugurated  is  an  august  one.  I 
doubt  not  but  1  may  sid'ely  say  that  here  before 
the  close  of  the  iucomiug  week,  the  standard 
bearer  of  tho  great  Republican  party  will  he 
nominated  mid  that  that  nomination  will  go  out 
before  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  in 
November,  he  will  be  triumphantly  elected 
Presideut  of  the  Uuitod  States.

Hon.  Joshua  R.  Giddings  was  next  intro- 
duced, nnd  coming  forward  upon  the  platform, 
was  greeted  with  loud  and  prolonged  cheering. 
When  It  subsided,  ihe  grey-headed  veteran  pro- 
ceeded : 

Zadits  and  GmlUmtn: — Yon  embarrass  in  e 
exceedingly  with  so  much  noise.  [Laughter  ] 
The  old  gentleman  who  just  uddressed  you, 
made  an  apology  lor  himself  as  having  cime  so 
long  a  journey,  and  being  very  much  fatigued, 
and  1  sympathize  with  him.  for  I  expect  "to  be 
old  myself  some  time.  [Renewed  laughter.] 
But  the  burden  and  heat  must  fall  on  us  young 
men  at  present.     [Continued  laughter.] 

My  friends,  emotions  have  rushed  through  my 
mind  since  I  came  here  that  I  have  no  language 
to  describe.  This  is  entirely  unexpected— this 
vast  audience,  this  elegnut  ball  prepared  for  the 
cause  of  Republicanism,  the  hearty  syinp  ttbv 
which  seems  to  pervade  the  whole  assembly, 
the  enthusiastic  cheering,  the  sentiment,  the 
feeling— all  these  rush  upon  mo  and  bring  to 
my  mind  a  Hood  of  recollections  which  1  have 
no  language  to  express.  When  I  look  back 
but  the  short  space  of  twenty  years,  I  remem- 
ber when  alone, — as  Col.  Benton  said,  "solitary 
and  alone;  this  ball  was  set  in  motion" — when  I 
stood  in  Congress  without  a  single  sympathetic 
heart,  when  there  I  was  proclaiming  doctrines 
which  we  all,  wliich  tho  vast  host  of  Republi- 
cans all  now  exult  iu  upholding,  I  had  no  con- 
eeptiou  of  living  to  behold  the  time  when  I 
should  see  this  the  prevailing  sentiment  throb- 
bing in  every  heart. 

My  friend  from  Pennsylvania  (Mr.  Dickie, 
has  spoken  for  that  land.  It  is  my  unlive  State 
I  was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  aud  I  am  always 
proud  to  bo  called  a  l'ennsylvaniau.  I  will  add 
a  word  to  wbut  he  bus  said.  He  says,  "Giveus 
the  right  man  aud  we  will  stand  united,  wo  will 
come  forward  to  support  him— all  With  united 
voice."  I  will  add  a  word  to  that.  It'issaid 
by  the  historian  that  when  John  Adams  was  on 
bis  way  to  the  Continental  Congress  in  New 
Jersey,  a  delegation  from  the  Sons  of  Liberty  of 
Pennsylvania  met  him,  and  besought  him  to  say 
nothiug  about  independence  or  separating  from 
ihe  mother  government,  not  to  press  himself 
forward,  as  it  was  known  ttiat  he  was  in  favor 
of  a  separation  from  the  government  of  Great 
Britain,  He  went  on  to  Philadelphia,  and  as  he 
himself  asserls,  for  twelve  months  iu  that  cilv 
of  I'Qiladelphia  ho  was  an  object  of  scoru,  be- 
cause he  preached  forth  those  doctrines  around 
which  we  now  gather.  It  was  in  Pennsylvania, 
my  native  S'a'e,  that  land  of  Qiukers  und  ot 
Dutchmen.  [Laughter.]  Yet  eventually  Penn- 
sylvania aroused'herself,  her  people  gathered 
around  those  sentiments  aud  nriucipFes,  they 
bore  forward  the  standard  of  liberty  and  free- 
dom, so  tbat  in  no  State  in  the  Union  was  it 
borne  aloft  with  greater  gallantry  aaAtclat  than 
in  my  own,  old,  native,  Key-Stone  State. 

And  let  me  say,  I  do  not  agree  with  hit 
friend  from  Pennsylvania.  I  know  her  voics, 
I  know  her  people,  and  [  want  lo  reprove  mv 
young  friends  who  come  bore  talking  about 
men.  [Applause.]  It  is  a  high,  a  holy,  aud  alb 
permeating  and  eternal  truth,  around  which 
Pennsylvania  will  gather,  (loud  cheers,]  and  I 
hope  no  Peunsy Ivauiau  will  detract  from  the 
honor  of  my  native  State,  by  undertaking  to 
say  that  she  is  looking  to  men  instead  of  pnnci 
pies,  [Groat  enthusiasm.]  I  come  toyou  from 
the  Buckeye  Stale,  and  1  wish  to  speak  in  her 
behalf.  I  salute  you  from  Ohio.  I  bring  with 
me  the  salutations  and  ihe  cheers  of  that  old 
Western  Reserve.  We  don't  care  about  the 
man.  I  would  not  walk  to  my  lodgings  now  to 
say  who  it  is  to  be.  Only  give  us  a  man  who  is 
the  standard-bearer  of  true  Republicanism. 
[Great  cheers.]  When  Pennsylvania  looks  af- 
ter men,  as  she  did  when  she  looked  alter  James 
Buchanan,  she  will  eternally  fail.  Rut  when 
she  looks  to  truth,  that  dearest  attribute  of  the 
Deity,  tbat  uttribute  of  tbe  Great  Jehovah  that 
ever  emanates  irom  the  eternal  Throne,  she 
will  stand  forwnrd  and  nobly  redeem  her  char- 
acter. For  those  old  Western  Reservers  I  was 
going  to  say  I  feel  myself  authorized   to  speak. 

We  have  come  here  with  our  souls  bapti;i"d 
with  the  love  of  truth,  justice  und  liberty.  We 
know  we  shall  have  a  man  who  will  maintain 
these  doctrines.  We  have  no  fears  about  it. 
Who  that  mau  is,  we  don't  caie  a  cent.  [Loud 
applause.]  It  is  the  principle,  the  rights  of  the' 
people,  tuose  great,  immutable,  uochangublo 
truths,  for  which  your  fathers  und  mine  con- 
tended on  the  hundred  battle  holds  of  the  revo- 
lution. We  are  fighting  those  battles  over  ugain. 
[Great  enthusiasm.  J  We  stand  by  those  truths, 
and  we  say  that  those  who  standby  those  prin- 
ciples will  uotstop  to  talk  about  men.  Myj'rieuds 
I  must  confess,  although  I  am  a  young  man, 
and  in  tbe  full  vigor  ol  manhood,  [laughter]  I 
feel  somewhat  fatigued.  I  had  no  idea  of  ud- 
dressing  you  to  night.  I  was  promised  that  if 
I  came  here,  aud  apoko  to  you  iwo  minutes,  or 
two  minutea  and  a  hall,  I  might  be  excused. 

My  Iric-nda  we  are  come  here  on  a  great  and  im- 
portant errand.  The  eyes  of  the  country,  the 
eyes  of  tbe  whole  civilized  world,  are  upon  us. 
Christendom  itself  is  looking  to  this  Convention. 
It  is  to  be  n  convocation,  I  trust,  of  patriots,  of 
Christian?.  We  should  select  the  man  who 
loves  and  avows  tho  principles  of  truth,  man- 
hood and  justice,  around  which  we  have  gath- 
ered, to  bear  them  on  to  final  aod  triumphant 
victory. 

Now  lot  me  say  that  I  did  not  propose  to 
speak.    I  have  been  speaking  lor  twunty  years, 


uuion  oi  iiiese  gionou-i  .-Mates.  [  fcuuni'insiic 
cbecring.J  Por  the  last  sixty  days  distin- 
guished Southern  leaders  have  had  as  the  sta- 
ple of  the  whole  of  their  speeches  vile  disunion 
seutimeuts.  Tho  Republican  party  has  never 
nourished  or  matured  a  disunionist,  or  one  sin- 
gle disunion  sentiment.  A  disunionist  cannot 
live  in  the  Republican  organization,  any  more 
than  you  can  live  without  tbe  vital  air  which  you 
breathe.  Disunion  nowaud  in  times  past  has  been 
the  Democratic  disease— the  Locofcco  disease. 
It  had  its  origin  iu  South  Carolina,  and  thank 
God  it  found  a  Democratic  physician,  i  only 
regret  that  be  did  not  use  hentucky  hemp  in 
its  cure  aud  restriction.

The  inauguration  of  Fremont  was  to  be  re- 
sisted if  we  did  what?  If,  in  obedience  to  the 
Constitution  we  voted — aud  elected  whomsoever 
we  ploased  lor  Presideut.  What  becomes  of  the 
equality  of  citizens  and  of  States,  if  we  have  no 
right  thus  to  exercise  the  elective  IraucbJBe? 
We  are  dlready  slaves,  ready  tor  the 
manacles  where  it  shall  pleuse  our  oppressors 
to  attach  Iho  chain  Again,  you  are  told  IT  a 
Republic  in  Speaker  was  elected  this  glorious 
Uniou  waslo  be  dissolved.  And  last,  if  we 
elect  a  President  from  nmong  tbe  patriots  of  tho 
Republican  partyf  the  Union  will  assuredly  be 
dissolved;  iljat  it  is  only  a  question  of  time,  de- 
pending on  ftue  contingency. 

If  tbe  Miller  doctrine  is  not  true,  and  the 
world  does  uot  come  to  an  end  before  the  next 
electiou,  you  will  see  a  Republican  President 
and  a  Republican  Administration  in  1801.  [Much, 
applause]  I  kuow  not  who  that  Republican 
may  be,  B*  may  be  that  distinguished,  trusty, 
and  tried  salesman  of  New  York,  William  A. 

He  may  be  that  man  of 
pure  life  anil  spotless  integrity,  that  mau  of 
peerless  patriotism,  who  has  never  yet  stained 
the  judicial  ermine,  John  McLean  of  Ohio.  [Ap- 
plause,] Ht  may  be  found  in  the  person  of  an- 
other distinguished  citizen  of  Ohio,  Salmon  P. 
Chase.  [Applause.]  He  may  be  found  in  the 
iron  will  man  of  Massacbuseetts,  Nathaa- 
iel  P.  Bauk',  whosoever  ho  may  oe,  clothed 
with  the  authority  aod  moral  power  which  will 

?o  from  thii  Convention,  he  will  be  Presideut, 
catch    the  inspiration    of  prophecy   and  the 
inspiration  of  victory  from  this  vastussembly. 

I  stand  in  awe  of  a  portion  at  least  of  the  re- 
al popular  sovereignty  of  this  country ,  those 
who  represeut  for  weal  or  for  woe  opinions 
wliich  must  exercise  a  mighty  influence  upon 
tbe  destiny  of  our  common  country.  I  might 
speak  to  yon  with  reference  to  other  able  and 
distinguished  statesmen,  hut  there  is  no  dan- 
ger of  selecting  any  man  whom  the  people  will 
not  prefer  to  any  nominee  at  Charleston  or  Bal- 
timore.    (Applause.) 

What  has  become  of  the  watchword,  the  ral- 
lying cry  ofthe  nationality  of  the  Democratic 
party?  It  baa  been  broken  at  Coarleston.— 
Now  you  sbo  two  miserable  sections  of  the 
broker.  Democratic  patty  —  one  representing 
the  extremist  of  the  South,  and  another  repre- 
sented by  a  portion  of  the  popular  sovereigns 
of  Illinois,  yet  gentlemen  tell  us  Democracy  is 
the  same  rjorlli  and  South  ?  Why  Democracy 
iu  Indiana  and  Illinois  it  means,  if  it  means  any- 
thing, popular  sovereignty  and  the  least  of  aU 
little  gianls;  in  Alabama  and  South  Carolina  it 
means  a  slave  code  and  Congressional  interven- 
tion ;  in  Pennsylvania  it  means  a  tariff  for  pro- 
tection, and  iu  Alabama  free  trade.  There  is 
no  point  of  identity  North  and  South  except 
this,  that  modern  Democracy  is  a  very  menu  kind 
of  an  institution.  [Laughter  and  much  ap- 
plause.] 

Now,  gentlemen,  having  traveled  two  bun- . 
dred  miles  in  the  dnst  to-day,  and  coming  with 
the  smoke  of  a  heated  contest  in  the  State  of 
Indiana  yet  clinging  to  me,  it  is  perhaps  unjust 
to  you  aud  to  myself  tbaf  I  should  address  you 
further  on  this  occasion  (voices  "  go  on."  I 
I  have  only  to  thank  you  for  your  kind  wel- 
come— for  the  warm-hearted  hospitality  of  tbe 
citizens  of  Chicago,  whichwe  have  received  on 
this  occasion.  I  have  especially  tothaukthe 
ladies  for  their  presence  here  to-night;  tbey 
have  ever  an  active  sympathy  with  the  good, 
the  true  and  tho  beautiful.  1  shall  have  their 
prayers,  I  hare  no  doubt  in  the  coniing  contest. 
"Woman  and  home" — these  are  two  ol  the 
sweetest  words  in  our  mother  tongue.  By  your 
kiud  influences  you  make  happy  homes  on 
eatth,  the  brightest  reflex  of  and  index  to  that 
home  hereafter,  to  which  I  hope  we  are  all 
hastening. 

Lest  you  should  be  deceived  as  to  my  antece- 
dent?, I  must  meet  a  charge  ibat  your  papers 
have  been  making  from  time  to  time,  that  I  am 
an  abolitionist.  The  terror  oi  that  word  is  well 
nigh  passed  away,  and  it  is  fast  becoming  the 
synonym  for  all  [hat  is  worthy  iu  American  pa- 
triotism. But  ihe  charge  is  that  we  are  all  Ab- 
olitionists. There  was  a  very  pious,  excellent 
old  gentleman  who  educated  his  son  for  the  min- 
istry, and  after  he  graduated  he  returned  home 
to  preach  his  trial  sermon  at  the  homestead, 
church.  His  first  text  was,  "And  Simon's  wile's 
mother  lay  sick  ol  a  fever."  The  father  listened 
to  it  and'thought  be  never  heard  the  Gospel 
sound  so  aweet  before.  Next  Sunday  he  went 
twenty  miles  to  hear  his  son  preach  a  second 
time;  and  lo!  Ihe  sermon  was  still,  "  And  Si- 
ni(,n  a  mother  8  wife  lay  sick  of  a  fever."  Still 
it  sounded  well,  it  was  his  own  son,  hut  his  fa- 
ther  would  that  time  a  little  rather  have  heard  a 
different  text.  On  tue  next  Sunday  he  went  a 
still  greater  distance — sixty  uulles— to  hear  his 
sou  speak,  audio!  behold,  the  text  was  still, 
"And  Simon's  mother's  wife  lay  sick  of  a  fever." 
[Laughter.]  Tho  old  man  could  stand  it  no  lon- 
ger, but  he  hollowed  out,  "My  son,  nin't  that, 
old  woman  dead  yet?"  [Laugnter.]  My  fellow 
citizens,  it  seems  lo  mettmtit  is  about  time  tbat 
this  charge  of  abolitionism  was  dead  and  buried 
—dead  beyond  the  hope  of  resurectiou.  If  I 
might  be  permitted,  in  such  an  audience  as  this, 
I  would  give  my  opinion  as  to  these  fossil  re- 
mains of  loco-focoism  who  still  throw  it  in  our 
teeth. 

You  are  told  that  we  represent  the  odds  and 
ends  of  all  parties.  Tho  truth  is,  we  have  tbe 
best  of  all  panies.  The  Republican  organiza- 
tion gives  us  tbe  best  Whigs  and  the  best  Dem- 
ocrats, and  upon  tbat  foundation  we  build,  and 
there  is  no  surer  foundation  outside  ofthe  rock 
upon  which  Peter  built. 

But  I  here  a  word  to  say  to  you  in  reference 
to  tbe  former  posiiion  of  the  country,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  auestiori  of  slavery,  for  disguise  it 
as  we  may,  llftt  ia  the  vital,  ev=r-living  ques- 
tion to  be  decided  at  the  balbt-bcx  at  tbe  next 
electiou.  We  havenot  desired  this  contest;  wo 
we  have  sought  to  avoid  it  by  every  possible 
means,  but  it  been  brought  upon  us  contrary  to 
our  wishes.  That  question  which,  but  a  short 
time  since,  was  as  the  cloud  seen  in  the  proph- 
et's vision— a  cloud  not  larger  than  a  man's 
hand— has  rolled  up  until  it  has  almost  excluded 
every  ray  of  hope  from  the  panting  bosom.

A  parly  that  cam.  nito  power  iu 
1852,  pledged  to  no  luriher  agitaiiur,  upon  the 
great  question  of  slavery,  has  done  v«ti0  iesa 
since  that  time  than  to  agitate,  agitate,  agitate 
tbe  country  from  centre  to  circumference,  untn 
at  last  an  avenging  heaven  has  so  agitated  it 
tbat  it  has  died  in  convulsions,  as  if  with  tho 
black  vimit,  at  Charleston.  [Laughter  una  ap- 
plause.] 

Tbat  great  party,  coming  into  power  in  a  pe- 
riod of  profound  peace  and  prosperity,  has  kept 
this  people  agitated  fur  two  successive  Admin- 
istrations, until  they  are  now  no  longer  able  to 
keep  up  the  delusion.

Rev.  Dr.  Wolcuit,  in  support  of  tho  resolu- 
tions just  offered,  said  :  'Mr.  President,  I  ac- 
knowledge I  have  three  ireagoua  lor  offering 
these  resolutions,  and,  as  it  will  be  in  order  for 
me  to  state  them,  whether  derived  from  the 
sentiments  embodied  in  ibe  resolutions  them- 
selves, or  from  the  circumstances  under  which 
they  are  offored,  and  as  it  Is  not  my  intention  to 
intrude  my  remarks  at  any  great  length  upon 
the  Society,  I  hope  i  may  be  heard  without  in- 
terruption. And,  Sir,  m'j|tir8t  reason  lor  offer- 
ing them  is  to  vindicate  the  freedom  of  debate, 
and  the  rights  of  the  hunijilest  member  of  this 
Society,  [Applause,]  by  asserting  boldly  and 
fearlessly  my  personal  right  to  a  full  participa- 
tion 10  its  regular  delibermfons.  I  have  no  dis- 
position to  moke  any  fait  her  reference  to  the 
proceeding's  of  the  last  mating  which  have  im- 
posed this  obligation  upoqme,  except  which  is 
implied  in  the  word  "vindicate."  1  regret  the 
necessity  of  any  persona  allusion  ;  but  it  is, 
nevertheless,  proper  for  cos  to  add  that  in  a  cir- 
cular letter  which,  since  the  last  meeting,  has 
been  prepared  by  one  of  toe  Secretaries  of  the 
Society,  the  Rev.  M.  Eastman,  which  was  priut- 
ed  and  published  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
funds  for  theadvancemeutof  evan^elicallitera- 
turo,  I  have  been  referred  to  by  him  as  having 
joined  the  Society  on  purjose  to  assist  in  creat- 
ing a  disturbance. 

Tnis  unworthy  and  uncalled-for  imputation 
— this  di-parugement  of  tnv  motives  and  my 
character,  widely  circulated  through  these  offi 
cat  channels,  is  the  penalty  of  conscientious- 
ness, is  the  penalty  of  fidelity  to  my  convic- 
tions of  truth  and  duty,  lad  "is  the  penalty  of 
un  honest  diss  tut  from  the  views  and  opinions 
eutertained  by  me  from  tbose  of  the  manageis 
of  this  Society,  or  rather  of  a  claim  to  a  Chris- 
tian expression  of  that  dis»ent  in  respect  to  the 
wisdom  ot  their  measures  aud  the  lighteous- 
ness  of  their  policy.  At,  ihe  last  annual  meet- 
ins  1  oB"-'*-!  in    . '  "'faS "—  •-  j —  x—". 

present,  and  the  clamor  of  Opposition  which  so 
unexpectedly  greeted  it  was  succeeded  by  the 
suppression  of  that  resolution,  aud  also  of  the 
other  resolutions  baser!  upon  it  offered  by  a 
venerable  pasior  of  this  city,  together  with  the 
Societie's  action  upou  il,  in  the  official  recordr 
of  the  meeting.  And  ttis  was  followed  by  the 
circular  letter  of  the  qocretary.  Shall  we  be 
thus  sileuced?  My  ow(  resolution  is  embodied 
iu  the  words  of  the  grjiU  Apostle ;  "  To  whom 
we  give  place  by  suljectiou,  do  not  for  an 
hour."  And  if  there  w-;reno  other reasonthan 
this,  it  would  be  decisive  iu  my  mind  us  impos- 
ing it  upon  me  as  a  dutj.  The  second  reason 
for  presenting  these  resilutions  is  1o  maintain 
unabated  the  proper  sphere  of  tbu  Society's  re- 
sponsibility and  controlling  agency.  A.  labored 
attempt  was  made  utthelast  meeting  to  merge  in 
the  Executive  Coiinnitli-t  lb  t ■fiiiiclitins  which  are 
properly  iuberent  in  ihe  Society  as  a  whole.  An 
elaborate  plea  was  put  ftrth  by  a  learned  law- 
yer of  this  city  to  the  efhet  that  the  society,  as 
au  eleemosynary  institution,  exhausts  its  pow- 
ers in  the  act  ol  choosinjt  its  officers, _ and  that 
the  discussion  of  its  printiples  and  measures  at 
its  nnnual  meeting  is  irrelevant  and  unconsti- 
tutional. The  author  of  this  novel  plea  paid  to 
his  opponents  a  graceluUompiinicnt  by  cutting 
off,  on  hia  own  motion,  my  reply  to  his  own  ar- 
gu  nent.  [luughter.]  That  plea,  was  under- 
atood  to  he  at  the  time  ai  expression  of  the  sen 
timents  of  the  mana^ersof  this  Society.  It  was 
received  aa  a  semi  ollioal  exposition  of  their 
views.  It  was  printed  jy  them,  aud  has  been 
distributed  Dy  them  tbriugh  the  land,  and  these 
resolutions  are  presented  as  a  challenge,  and  a 
coniradiction  to  that  sophism.  They  recognise 
the  fact  that  the  oharter  from  which  we  derive 
all  our  powers,  provide!  that  certain  persons 
named  therein,  and  nil  such  persons  as  now 
are,  or  may  hereafter  baome,  members  of  the 
Tract  Society,  are.consliuted  a  body  corporate, 
for  tho  purpose  of  printng  and  circulating  re- 
ligious publications.  The. members  are  thecor 
porate  body,  and  ihey  ire  assembled  here  as 
such,  and  here  arelodgeJ  the  powers  which  the 
charter,  has  conferred  upon  us.  The  officers  ot 
the  Society  are  the  servants  of  the  Society. 
They  cauuot  legally  be  is  masters.  The  Con- 
stitution ol  the  Society  htbe  act  of  the  Society. 
They  mady  it,  and  can  rroeal  it,  and  can  delim- 
it. The  charter  restrictsus  ouly  to  the  issuing, 
printing  and  circulating  of  religions  publica- 
tions, aud  in  the  Constitution  the  Society  has 
added  a  restrictive  clause  which  is  calculated  to 
meet  the  approbation  of  nil  Evangelical  Chris 
tians.  My  third  reason  is  the  necessity  of  cor 
rectiDg  the  present  policy  »f  the  Society,  aud 
elcvatiog  it  lo  a  more  Scriptural  standard.  I 
do  not  propose  to  dwell  upon  this  point.  Uut 
let  me  say,  in  cone  usion,'  that  the  purpose 
which  was  avowed  two  jear»  ago,  by  a  leading 
opposer  of  the  present  policy  of  this  Society — 
and  wheh  was  made  the  theme  of  rude  derision 
— that  he  would  wage  this  battle  to  the  end,  and 
that.if  be  rvere  called  away  before  it  was  decided, 
he  would  bequeath  it  to  those  who  should 
come  after  him,  is  strong  today  aud  inextin 
KUishable  in  the  breasts  of  nil  who  are  associated 
logeihflr  in  this  "  irrepressible  conflict."  [Loud 
applause.]  Sir,we  are  not  enemies  of  the  Tract 
Society.  Heaven  forbid!  To  us,  Sir,  as  to  you, 
it  is  cuosecrnted  by  tender  aod  sweet  memories 
We  know  that  it  has  done  a  great  and  good 
work  in  t"  P'=i,  nnd  we  trust  it  is  destined  to 
Jou  greater  and  better  ivort  iu  Hie  r.,t,lro,  [Ap- 

a  false  position,  where  it  is  stripped  of  its  mor- 
tl  power ;  and,  God  helping  us,  we  will  not  rest

THE    NEW    CATTLE    DISEASE. 


GREAT    FATALITY, 


[From  the  Boston  Journal  UtaJ 
The  Commissioners  charged  with  the  duty  of 
investigating  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  cat- 
tle disease  m  North  Brookfield  and  vicini'y, 
and  empowerod  to  use  all  necessary  means 
looking  to  its  eradication,  visited  North  Brook- 
field  yeslerday,  in  company  with  agents  of  sev- 
eral of  the  County  Agricultural  Societies,  who 
hare  b^eo  invitecf  to  send  delegates  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  the  advantages  of  a  peraanal 
observation  of  the  alarming  churacter  aud  ex- 
tent of  the  disease. 

OPERATIONS   OF  THE   COMMISSIONERS. 

But  two  of  the  Commissioners  (Hon.  Amasa 
Walker,  aud  Paoli  Lathrop)  were  present  at  the 
examinations  yeslerday. 

Tbe  first  herd  visited  was  that  of  Benjamin 
W.  Dean,  which  had  four  separate  exposures  to 
the  contagion,  but  which  two  werks  ago  were 
professionally  examined  aud  are  pronounced 
sound. 

On  Tuesday  a  further  and  more  particular  ex- 
amination, by  means  of  sounding  the  chest, 
showed  every  animal  to  be  diseased— a  rapidity 
of  development  partly  attributable  to  the 
change  of  weather,  "iesterday  the  herd  pre 
sented  ;i  most  miserable  appearance,  but  tbeir 
forlorn  aspect  appeared  to  be  quite  as  much  due 
to  insufficient  feeding  as  to  ttie  disease  itself. 
1  he  barn  wa*  nearly  destitute  of  bay,  and  the 
rattle  were  not  allowed  to  range  the  pastures. 
In  anticipation  of  tbe  grazing  season.  Sir.  Dean 
had  sold  $300  worth  ot  buy,  and  the  poor  cattle 
aro  suffering  the  consequences.  Their  half 
starved  condition  will  materially  lessen  the  val- 
uation  by  the  Commissioners,  and  tbe  sale  of 
the  hay.  may  prove  to  be  a  poor  speculation. 
The  hay  went  te  a  livery  stable  in  South  Brook- 
field,  anil  to  farmers  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  Mr.  Dean.  How  much  the  disease  may  have 
been  distributed  by  this  means  is  not  known. 

The  lirst  animal  dissected  exhibited  the  dis- 
ease in  its  incipient  stage.  The  first  lung  ex- 
posed was  twice  the  size  of  a  healthy  organ, 
»nd  was  fastened  to  the  diaphragm  by  a  false 
membraue.  It  was  also  slight Iv  discolored.  Tbe 
olh,-r  lung  was  also  much  enlarged,  marbled 
and  full  of  air,  with  the  connectiug  tissue  hard- 
ened. Ulceration  would  probably  have  ensued 
in  the  course  of  a  we.  k. 

The  second  case  examined  was  not  so  ad- 
vanced u  case,  but  the  symptoms  were  not-uu- 
like  those  of  tbe  first.  b 

The  uoxt  case  was  that  of  an  ex,  which  ex- 
hibited the  usual  symptoms  of  inflammation, 
riiscolnrntion.and  adhesion. 

lue  Commissioners  next  went  to  the  farm  of 
Mr.  Olmstead  and  killed  two  oxen,  which  on 
the  day  previous  had  worked  upon  a  breaking 
up  plow.  They  were  taken  sick  in  February, 
and  condemned  about  two  weeks  ago.  The 
first  ox  killed  was  in  excellent  condition,  and 
breathed  as  well  as  usual  The  first  lung  ex- 
posed was  found  to  have  very  extensively  ad> 
bered  to  tha  diaphragm  ana  ribs.  The  other 
lung  was  takiug  tbe  acute  torm  ol  the  disease. 
Both  lungs  weighed  II*  pouuds,  or  about  four 
pounds  more  thau  they  would  have  weighed  in 
a  healthy  condition. 

The  lungs  of  the  other  ox  exhibited  a  thick- 
ening of  the  tissue,  discoloration  and  general  in- 
capacitation; but  not  a  very  advanced  stage  of 
the  disease.  In  the  bronchial  tubes  were  dis- 
covered little  lumps  of  fine  hav,  which  hud  eith- 
er been  drawn  into  the  nostrils  by  a  spasmodic, 
unnatural  action,  or  retained  there  because  tbe 
luugs  were  too  diseased  to  throw  out  the  irrita- 
ting substance,  which  bad  produced  extravasa- 
tion. 

Tbe  next  examinations  were  made  upou  three 
of  the  herd  of  William  Doane.  The  first  case 
was  that  of  the  two  oxen  which  carried  the  dis- 
ease to  the  herd  of  Mir.  Olmsiead.  The  mate, 
which  was  badly  diseased, was  killed  a  week  ago. 
Although  tho»e  oxen  carried  the  cisea^c  to  the 
cuttle  of  Mr.  Olmstead,  the  latter  were  tbe  first 
to  develop  the  sympton  s.  In  fact,  although  the 
disease  was  introduced  into  Mr.  Doane's  herd 
six  months  ago,  its  existence  has  but  recently 
been  discovered.  The  rale  of  progress  appears 
to  depend  upon  the  natural  constitution  of  the 
animal,  and  also  upon  the  condition  of  tbe  barn 
in  wbicn  it  is  kept.  In  a  tight  barn  the  disease 
develops  more  rapidly.  In  an  open  barn, where 
the  air  circulates  more  freely,  the  disease  re- 
mains patent  a  much  longer  time, and  the  closest 
observer  may  be  una-Je  to  detect  its  existence 
until  it  exhibits  itself  in  an  advanced  stage. 

The  symptoms,  in  Borne  respects,  seem  to  be 
quite  aualagous  u,  those  of  consumption.  Tbe 
active  form  of  tbediseasesometimesdisappears, 
and  a  complete  cure  seems  to  have  take  place  ; 
but  this  condition  is  almost  immediately  suc- 
ceeded by  a  relapse,  or  tbe  breaking  out  of  the 
disease  in  another  portion  ofthe  lungs. 

The  second  case  examined  In  the  b-rd  of  Mr. 
Doaoe  was  that  of  a  cow  apparently  well  in  ev- 
ery respect,  except  so  far  as  the  reverse  was  in- 
dicated by  sounding  the  chest,  which  in  all  ca- 
ses of  tbe  disease  gives  forth  a  dull,  heavy 
sound,  produced  by  the  enlarged  lungs  coming 
in  contact  with  tbe  ribs.  Yesterday  morning 
this  cow  gave  six  quarts  of  milk.  Tn'e  examina- 
tion of  ber  lungs,  however,  showed  the  usual 
thickening  of  the  external  tissue  and  a  general 
progressive  stn-e  of  the  disease. 

Tbe  next  case  was  that  ol  a  heifer,  which  a 
week  ago  was  pronounced  perfectly  sound.  Yes- 
terday the  souodiug  teat  showed  her  lo  be  dis- 
eased, and  tbe  subsequent  examination  revealed 
enlargement  and  discoloration. 

The  last  herd  visited  yesterday  was  that  of 
Roland  Doane,  where  a  condemned  cow  and  an 
ox,  with  the  chronic  form  oi  the  disease,  were 
slaughtered. 

MEETING  AT  THE  TOWN  HALL, 

At  half  past  seven  o'clock  there  was  a  meet- 
ing at  tbe  Town -Hall  of  citizens  and  visitors. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Free- 
man Wttlker. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Sewall,  member  of  the  Board  of 
A<siaylfta_8*c-Jttw  ahflvago^a  inwl&j^(TBg trpTTg 
(he  alarming  character  ot  tbe  disease.  He  was 
informed  that  a  large  portion  of  the  cattle  of 
Nonh  Brookfield  were  doomed,  and  that  it  was 
extending  beyond  the  town  limits.  Tbe  influ- 
ence of  the  warm  weather  was  found  to  be  in- 
tensifying the  disease,  and  the  only  remedy  was 
in  the  death  of  every  exposed  animal.  He  aw- 
ed the  Commissioners  would  be  sustained  m&- 
oily  and  pecuniarily  in  their  arduous  duties, 
which  they  were  performing  with  so  much  credft 
to  themselves.  They  were  actuated  by  the 
highest  sense  of  duty,  aod  the  charges  heard 
ugaiust  them  were  unfounded  and  unjust.  The 
disease  had  already  effected  the  Boston  and 
Brighton  market.  At  the  conclusion  of  ihe  re 
marks  of  Mr.  Sewell,  Hiram  Knight  was  chosen 
Secretary. 

The  Chairman  then   reminded  the  meeting 


fields  or  pastures,  and  the  consequence  is  a 
geuerul  stagnation  of  farming  operations.  To 
heighten  the  melancholy  appearunca  of  these 
farms,  almost  every  exhibits  a  huge  grave 
yawning  to  receive  the  carcases  of  lho  animals 
as  they  are  slaughtered. 

To  add  to  the  alarm  before  entertained,  it  Is 
now  certain  that  the  disease  has  made  its  ap- 
pearance in  Sturbridge,  where  Ihree  herds  have 
been  exposed.  It  is  also  expected  to  muke  its 
appearance  in  Stoneham,  Oakham  and  ilard- 
wick,  but  the  best  is  hoped  for. 

In  Sturbridge  the  disease  is  in  lho  herd  of 
Henry  Brown.  An  examination  yesterday 
found  one  of  his  cattle  to  be  infected.  The 
Commissioners  will  immediately  visit  Stur- 
bridge und  other  towns  in  tho  vicinity.  'What 
energetic  and  judicious  action  cau  accomplish 
they  will  not  leave  undone  in  arresting  the  ter- 
rible malady.  The  State  ia  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing the  services  of  gentlemen  of  such  eminent 
qualifications  for  the  discharge  of  such  arduous 
and  responsible  duty. 

All  condemned  cuttle  are  ordered  to  bo  de- 
stroyed by  Saturday  night.  This  gruce  is  al- 
lowed to  enable  tha  farmers  to  use  their  oxen 
as  much  as  practicable  iu  accomplishing  spring 
work. 

The  Commissioners  havo  beon  fortunnle  in 
securing  the  services  of  such  surgical  ability 
as  has  been  afforded  by  Doctors  Dadd  and 
Tyler,  whose  assistance  has  proTed  invaluable. 

Several  of  tbe  delegates  from  the  agricultural 
societies  are  decided  in  recommending  that  the 
appropriations  for  premiums  on  stock  be  devo- 
ted to  the  purposes  of  t'ie  guarantee  fund,  if  the 
thing  can  be  done  legally  aud  properly.  Some 
persons  suggest  that  Congress  be  petitioned  for 
au  appropriation,  or  at  least  for  a  general  law 
upon   a  subject  which  may  yet  extend  to  na- 
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1B47  tbe  pleuro  pneumonia  appeared  in  the 
herd  of  Thomas  Richardson  of  New  Jersey, 
who,  with  most  commendable  foresight  and  pub- 
lic spirit,  killed  every  animal  uponhis  farm,  at 
a  personal  sacrifice  of  $10,000.  This  is  a  splen- 
did example,  aud  entitles  Mr.  Richardson  to  an 
enduring  monumtnt. 

Seven  members  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
have  formally  requested  the  members  of  tbe 
State  Board  of  Agriculture  to  call  a  meeting  of 
tbe  Board  at  Boston,  at  the  earliest  day,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  present  condition  of  the 
cattle  disease,  and  to  do  what  the  alarming 
emotgenoy  may  seem  to  require.

No;  one  among  its  leaders  or  supporters,  so 
Jar  as  we  know,  proposes  to  interfere,  in  any 
way  whatever,  with  the  rights  of  the  slave 
States.

Out  attention  has  been  called  b?  the  proceed- 
ings of 'the  Methodist  Gener.il  Conference,  now 
in  session  in  this  city,  to  somothiug  of  an  an- 
omaly in  Protestant  institutions.  Our  readers 
cannot  have  failed  to  notice  in  the  reported  pro- 
ceedings of  this  body,  that  a  Urge  number  of 
memorials  have  been  presented  referring  to  tbe 
subject  of  a  lay  delegation.  The  government 
of  the  church  is  now  a  pure  hierarchy,  the  en- 
tire management  of  all  its  temporal  as  we  1  a*< 
its  spiritual  affairs,  being  in  tbs  hands  of  the 
clergy,  where  it  bas  remained  ever  since  its  or- 
ganization. For  several  years  the  question  of 
having  a  lay  representation  bas  been  agitated, 
but  thus  far  tho  reform  demanded  has  been  sue 
cessfullv  resisted.  The  presure,  however;  at 
the  present  moment,  is  so  great  that  the  Bish- 
ops in  their  recent  quadrennial  address  found 
it  necessary  to  concede  tbe  principle,  but  ur^ed 
that  m  cuse  of  its  adoption  tho  representation 
should'  cousist  of  a  separate  body,  after  the 
mBnner  of  the  House  of  Delegates'  of  the  Epis- 
copal church. 

'1  here  is  no  doubt  *hat  in  this  connection  there 
is  a  serious  detect  in  the  temporal  economy  of 
the  Church  which  should  be  corrected.  There 
is  a  force  iu  the  arguments  of  those  in  favor  of 
the  change,  wh  ch  the  present  rulers  will  do  well 
to  heed,  Test  the  defect  complained  of  should  be- 
come hopelessly  confirmed  by  age,  aud  lead  to 
still  more  serious  difficulties  hereafter.  It  is 
urged  that  the  present  system  is  purely  an 
anomaly  in  Protestantism,  the  mere  singular 
because  existingin  tbe  very  midet  of  Republi- 
can institutions:  that  it  received  its  present 
singular  form  during  the  transition  period  ot  our 
country  from  colonial  dependence  to  national 
freedom;  that  the  system  was  established  un- 
der ihe  direction  and  according  to  the  ideas  of 
the  English  hierarchies-  Hint  in  any  point  of 
view  it  is  not  the  best  form  of  i  hurcb  govern- 
ment; and  that  in  order  to  render  the  system 
complete  there  should  be  added  a  lay  represent- 
ation  in  order  to  "  check,  ba'oDCe  and  control " 
the  present  clerical  preponderance. 

During  the  infancy  of  the  Church  the  Hier- 
archial  system  passed  without  criticism;  but 
now  that  "it  has  become  the  absolute  ruler  of 
thousands,  and  the  arbiter  in  sentiment  of  mil- 
lions of  intelligent  human  beings,  it  is  a  subject 
of  painful  interest,  as  well  as  of  ill-detined  aud 
positive  fear.  Tho  interests  of  the  Church,  the 
spirit  ofthe  age.and  tho  loudly  expressed  wishes 
of  those  who  form  the  very  basis  upon  which 
the  structure  rests,  demai.d  U  change;  and  it 
appearstousthatourMetbodi.it  brethren  will 
do  well  to  listen  to  this  demand  with  a  lavc-r- 
ableear  rather  than  allow  th''  agitation  to  go 
on  until  it  assumes  proportions  dnngerous  to 
the  peace  and  nrospenty  uf  the  Church,

U BETING  AT  THE  TOWN  HALL. 

At  half  past  seven  o'clock  there  was  a  meet- 
ing at  tho  Town-Hall  of  citizens  and  visitors. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Free- 
man Walker. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Sewall,  member  of  the  Board  of 

Aitricultura,  wns  nhnaor.  1^  nwUai  ..nJ  mi>oii 
.-j.i..„    .nn    uinir    mJorc-rf rj    Ino    micilnu  upon 

the  uhtrmlog  character  of  the  disease.  He  was 
informed  that  a  large  portion  of  the  cattle  of 
Nonh  Brook  field  were  doomed,  aod  that  it  was 
extending  beyond  the  towu  limits.  Tbe  influ- 
ence of  the  warm  weather  was  found  to  be  iu- 
tensifjiog  tbe  disease,  and  the  only  remedy  wbb 
in  the  deuth  of  every  exposed  animal.  He  Imp- 
ed the  Commissioners  would  be  sustained  uie*- 
nlly  aud  pecuniarily  in  their  arduous  duties, 
which  they  were  performing  with  so  much  credn 
to  themselves.  They  were  actuated  by  the 
highest  sense  of  duty,  and  the  charges  heard 
against  them  were  unfounded  aod  unjust.  The 
diweise  hud  already  effected  the  Boston  and 
Unghton  market.  At  the  conclusion  of  ihe  re 
marks  of  Mr.  Scwell,  Hiraoi  Knight  was  chosen 
Secretary. 

The  Chairman  then  reminded  the  meeting 
that  this  disease  might  extend  throughout,  the 
United  Slate;,  and  that  larmers  in  the  West 
were  already  alarmed.  In  Europe,  within  the 
lust  century, about  100,000,000 O'  cuitlehnd  been 
destroyed  by  the  disease,  and  it  was  only  kept 
in  check  by  the  aid  of  government. 

Mr.  1'cters,  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  ex- 
pressed his  horror  at  ihe  extent  and  nature  of 
the  disease.  He  said  the  Commissiouers  had  to 
make  bricks  without  straw.  They  had  only 
J10.000  when  they  should  have  bad  $100,000. 
The  disease  seemed  to  be  more  malignaot  than 
in  Europe.  Every  farmer  in  the  Common  wealth 
worth  a  thousand  dollars  thould  subscribe  a 
hundred  dollars  towards  the  guaranty  fund. 
He  alluded  to  the  afieclingconditmu  of  the  farm- 
ers of  North  Brook  field,  and  said  it  oppressed 
him  with  sadness  to  see  the  destruction  of  go 
m*oy  fine  cattle,  and  the  consequent  stagnation 
of  business.  The  foreign  population  of  the 
West  were  already  alarmed  at  the  appearance 
of  the  dreaded  scourge  in  this  country,  and 
would  already  sell  their  herds  for  a  small  sum. 
Dr.  Burnett  of  Soutbboro'  thought  it  a  very 
encouraging  leoture  that  every  cuse  of  the  di- 
sease which  had  manifested  itself  thus  fur  hud 
been  traced  to  one  source.  He  was  surprised 
that  all  .he  agricultural  socieiieB  in  the  Slate 
were  not  represented  here  to-day. 

Dr.  Dadd  said  that  Mr.  Peters  and  Dr.  Bur- 
nett had  not  only  made  eloquent  appeals,  but 
had  backed  up  their  words  by  subscriptions  of 
$1,000  aid  ?50O  respectively.  Ue  said  the 
change  ofthe  weather  had  changed  the  appear- 
ance of  the  disense.  Inci  eased  respiration  had 
made  tho  disease  more  itfl  Lrnutory  than  hither- 
to, and  the  luugs  had  become  enlarged  and  eje- 
teuded.  So  far  as  the  present  is  concerned)  it 
seemed  to  be  a  milder  type,  but  he  ihought  the 
large  tumors  would  soon  appear  in  natural 
course. 

Freeman  Walker  said  the  people  of  North 
Brookficld  largely  dependeu  upon  the  gentle- 
men ironi  abroad  to  make  a  just  statement  of 
their  condition,  so  that  tbe  great  public  would 
form  just  conclusions  and  come  to  th-.  ir  relief. 
Prof.  Clark  of  Amhurst  said  that  before  to-day 
be  had  little  idea  of  tbe  extent  and  character  of 
the  disease.  He  was  convinced  that  something 
must  be  done  at  once  to  sustain  the  Commis- 
sioners in  their  manly  efforts.

Wuebeab,  The  disease-is  intermittent  and  in- 
sidious iu  its  character,  ofien  assuming  a  low 
and  chronic  lorm,  and  producing  little  if  any 
perceptible  eflect  for  months  upou  the  general 
health  of  tbe  auiin;  I,  and  at  other  times  devel- 
oping itself  with  great  rapidity  ;  and 

Whereas,  Notwithstanding  appr-rent  cures 
have  beeu  effected  for  a  tune,  it  ia  almost  inva- 
riably fatal;  and 

Wueiibas,  In  Europe,  after  an  experience  of 
two  hundred  years,  the  indiscrimioate  slaugh- 
ter of  all  affected  animals  is  the  usual  method 
relied  upon  for  arresting  the  progresB  of  this 
terrific  scourge.;  and 

WiiBnGAS,  Tha  approach  of  the  warm  season 
appeurs  to  hasten  the  development  of  tbe  di- 
sease in  auimala  which  have  long  been  atiected 
by  it  in  its  chronic  form  .  and  the  distribution 
uf  the  cattle  in  the  pastures  will  Boon  render  it 
utterly  impossible  to  prevent  the  universal 
spread  of  the  nisease:  and 

Whbbeas,  Not  less  than  1,000  head  of  cattle 
have  already  beeu  discovered  by  tbe  Commis- 
sioners which  huve  been  so  espoeed  that  they 
have  either  become  manifestly  diseased,  or  are 
likely  to  do  so  ;  and 

Whereas,  Tbe  Bum  of  810,000,  appropriated 
by  the  lust  Legislature  tor  tne  suppression  of 
this  disease, is  obviously  entirely  insufficient  for 
the  purpose,  aud  the  Commissioners  are  not  au- 
thorized to  incur  expenses  exceeding  that 
uroount,  therefore, 

Jjtetolvtd,  That  a  guaranty  fund  of  at  least 
860,000  ought  to  be  subscribed  at  once  by  the 
people  of  the  Commonwealth  to  enable  the  Com- 
missioners to  prosecute  theirlabors.  Thisfucd 
to  be  called  for  only  in  ca.-e  the  next  Legisla- 
ture reiuse  to  make  the  necessary  appropria- 
tion. • 

Raolved,  That  subscription  papers  for  the 
guaranty  fund  should  immediately  be  circula- 
ted in  all  parts  of  the  Commonwealth,  that  those 
persons  who  desire  to  secure  tbe  extirpation  of 
the  disease,  wbich  ia  still  believed  feasible,  nay 
hav»  an  oppoitunity  to  do  so. 

TPriTBEE  riETICBLAaB. 

The  whole  number  of  cattle  condemned  by 
tbe  Commissioners  is  about  5S0,  aod  tbe  num- 
ber slaughtered  about  400.  It  ia  believed  that 
about  tbree-iourths  of  all  the  stock  in  North 
Brooktield  have  been  exposed  to  the  contagion. 
The  infected  district  is  contained  within  a  ra- 
dius of  oiily  about  three  miles,  but  includes  most 
ofthe  principal  stock  farms  of  tbe  town.  This 
region  presents  a  sad  and  desolate  appearance 
indeed.    Scarcely  an  animal  is  to  be  seen  in  the

DctallHof  Foreign  News. 

W«  hove'  received  Iho  City  of  WaahiDgton'a 
paper  to  tiie  25tbult.— our  telegraphic  advices 
being  four  days  later— aud  we  make  the  follow- 
ing extracts: 

TOE  UNION  DANK  CA3E. 

The  Union  )Jauk  of  London  has  made  a  re- 
port respectiup  tie  enormous  Frauds  committed 
by  the  chief  cashier,  Mr.  Fullioger,  from  which 
we  take  the  following  : 

"It  ia  with  deep  regret  tbatMiedirectorshave 
to  communicate  to  the  proprietors  that  tbey 
have  discovered  very  large  frauds  committed  by 
their  late  chief  c:ifchicr,  Win.  Geo.  Pull  111  per, 
and,  with  as  little  delay  aa  possible,  they  lay  be- 
fore tbe  proprietors  a  statement  of  the  facts, 
nnd  submit  the  course  which,  upon  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  circumstances  they  recom- 
mend for  meeting  tbe  Iocs  which  has  been  sus- 
tained. William  Ueorjje  Pulhoger  was  appoint- 
ed a  cashier  of  this  bank  iti  April,  1839,  Daving 
previously  held  a  similar  .situation  in  the  bank- 
ing house  of  yir  Claude  Scott  &  Co.,  and  after 
sixteen  years  of  most  efficient,  zeulous,  and  it 
is  still  believed  faithful  service  in  subordinate 
capacities,  was  about  fivejyears  ago  raised  to 
tbe  situation  of  chief  cashier,  and  such  was  the 
confidence  reposed  in  him  by  the  directors  ond 
manager  antl  their  satisfaction  with  the  manner 
iu  which  be  discharged  his  duties,  that  about 
three  months  since  tbey  voluutarily  raised  bis 
salary  lo  £U00  per  annum. 

His  duties  as  chief  cashier  were  to  superin- 
tend Ihe  other  cashiers,  to  procure  checks  for 
money,  to  keep  their  tills  supplied,  and  it  de- 
volved on  him  to  pay  all  checks,  gold  aud  silver 
coin,  bank  notes,  Ac,  which  were  notreo/iired 
for  the  purposes  of  this  bunk,  to  the  Bank  of 
England,  accompanied  by  a  docket  specifying 
the  particulars  of  eaclt  p  ay  in  en  t,  and  by  the 
"passbook"  of  the  Bank 'of  England,  which 
was  necessarily  in  his  official  cburge,  and  an  ac- 
count of  the s a  payments  was  also  furnished  by 
Pullinger  to  theprinctpa]  ledsprkeejier;  in  tbe 
ordinary  course  of  business  P ul linger  daily  sent 
a  junior  clerk  for  the  pass  book,  which  contained 
the  acknowledgment  by  tbe  Bank  of  England  of 
tbe  cash  paid  in,  and  it  was  the  duly  of  Pullin- 
ger  to  deliver  the  pass  book  to  the  ledger-keep- 
er, whose  dutv  it  would  then  become  to  check 
the  entriesin  it  against  tbe  Bank  of  England  by 
the  items  in  his  ledger.  The  ledger  keeper,  on 
finding  hia  account  tally  with  tbe  pass-hook, 
would  report  the  Bank  of  England  balance  to 
tbe  accountant,  to  be  posted  in  the  general  led- 
ger, when  any  error  in  tbe  Baek  of  England 
balance  wouTd  disturb  the  general  balance  of 
the  day,  and  become  the  subject  of  investiga- 
tion. 

On  Thursday  last,  the  10th  inst.,  in  conse- 
quence of  some  information,  application  was 
made  to  tbe  Bank  or  England  (or  their  state- 
ment of  the  balance  of  this  band,  when  n  deficit 
of  no  less  than  £263,0/0;  was  discovered.  J'ul- 
lingcr,  who  was  absent  at  the  time  attending  a 
funeral 'of  a  relative,  was  immediately  followed 
by  a  director  and  the  mannger,  and  brought 
back,  when  he  at  once  confessed  that,  from 
losses  on  the  Stock  Exchange,  he  hi»d  from  time 
to  time  since  his  appointment  us  cnief  cashier, 
abstracted  large  sums  Iroin  the  dirges  takeu 
to  the  Bank  ol  England,  which  he  lu.d  concealed 
frim  tbe  ledger  keeper  by  exhibiting  to  him  a 
fubricaled  passbook,  iu  which  the  balance 
agreed  with  what  it  appeared  in  tne  account- 
ant's general  ledger.  He  was  then  given  into 
custody. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state  here  lhat  the  sup- 
posed balance  at  the  Bank  of  England  was 
£559,706,  "bile  Ihe  certifier]  balance  was  £306,- 
1136,  exhibiting  the  deficit  of  £263,070." 

THE    FBESCEt   EMPKROR. 

The  Liverpool  Mercury  says  : 

"  There  was  a  rumor  tn  Loudon  at  the  end  of 
last  week,  that  the  Emperor  of  the  French  has 
had  a  slight  touch  of  apolexy.  That  the  Em- 
peror has,  during  tbe  Inst  twelve  months,  at  ull 
events,  had  enough  of  care  und  anxiety  to  pro- 
duce such  a  result  is  likely  enough  ;  hut  whether 
the  statement  be  true  or  founded  only  or  prob- 
ability, we  shall  perhaps  bear  uo  more  about  it, 
as  Ihe  Emperor  dislikes  his  little  ailments  to  be 
talked  about,  and  such  an  attack  as  the  one 
reported  is  pretty  suie  to  be  hur-bed  up  at  the 
present    critical     moment    in     the    affairs    of 

V1CTOB  EMANUEL  IN  TIJ5CANT. 

King  Victor  Emanuel's  reception  in  Tusca- 
ny was  of  the  most  flattering  character.  A 
writersuys : 

"  More  than  60,000  strangers  entered  Florence 
ou  the  day  that  the  King  made  bis  entrauceinto 
the  cily.  Not  only  were  the  streets  and  houses 
crowded  with  spectators,  but  towering  amphi- 
theatres were  erected  for  their  accommodation ; 
and  Tuscan  and  Tuiin  nrlisfs  exhausted  their 
tkill  iu  ihe  decoration  of  the  city.  Through 
the  thronged  streets,  wi'h  their  tall  platform, 
tapestried  houses,  and  haouered  balconies,  filled 
with  Florentine  beauties — past  innumerable 
mottoes,  devices,  inscriptions,  garlands,  and 
masses  of  flowers,  and  efen  amidst  showers  of 
beautiful  flowers,  the  King  passed  on,  the  ever- 
i-;-n;'  roar  of  welcome  bleniliug  with  continual 
music,  until  ho  came  to  the  cathedral,  which  ho 
and  his  Bplendid  suite  entered.  The  vast  and 
gloomy  pile  was  brilliant  with  myriads  of  tapers, 
and  the  Archbishop  of  Florence  intoned  the 
Te  Drum,  thus  thaukinjr  Ueaven  for  biiugin^- 
thither  the  monarch  whom  the  Pope  has  excom- 
municated. At  the  Pitti  Palace  the  King  re- 
ceived the  Senators  and  Deputies,  Ihe  Council 
of  State,  the  directors  of  the  ministerial  sec- 
tions, tbe  heads  of  depart  men  is,  the  judges,  and 
finally  the  mayors  of  the  Florcutiue  district, 
and  expressed  to  all  his  keeu  satisfaction  at 
tho    reception    he   bail    met    with,    thanked 

ia  the  settlement  of  Italian  matters,  and 
recommended,  above  all  things',  union  and  con- 
fidence, as  the  sole  means  of  s'tengtbering  and 
enlarging  the  new  edifice  of  Italian  liberty. 
Meanwhile  the  people  and  the  National  Guard, 
whoSHed.the  vast  area  of  the  piaiiaPiVtl,  raised 
unanimous  and  rapturous  shouts  in  honor  of 
Victor  Emanuel,  who  appeared  at  the  balcony 
nnd  thanked  tho  multitude.  The  crowd  thcu 
dispersed,  but  not.  without  having  first  loudly 
cheered  Count  Cavour,  who  was  coming  out 
from  the  palace.  At  six  there  was  n  banquet  for 
about  sixty  guests,  nnd  at  night  the  city  was  il- 
luminated, and  an  exhibit ilion  of  lire  works  took 
place  on  the  Uurrara  Bridge."

beautiful  lliwers,  the  King  pasafid  on,  the  ever- 
risiop  roar  of  ivelconm  blending  >vith  coDtinual 
music,  until  he  came  to  the  cathedral,  trbich  be 
and  hi.*  splendid  suite  entered.  The  vast  und 
K-oomv  pile  vraa  brilliant  with  myriads  of  tapers, 
and  the  Arcbbtabop  of  Florence  intoned  the 
Te  Dam,  thus  Jb  an  king  Ueaven  for  bringing 
thitber  the  monnrcli  ivlinni  i he  Pope  bnnexcom- 
iiiiiincati-d.  At  the  l'itti  Palaco  the  King  re- 
ceived the  Senators  and  Deputies,  the  Council 
of  Slat**,  the  directors  of  tlie  ministerial  sec- 
tions, the  heads  of  depart  men ts,  the  judges,  utid 
finally  the  mayors  of  the  Floiemine  district, 
nnd  expressed  to  all  bis  keen  sat  infection  at 
the  reception  he  had  met  with,  thanked 
idem  for  Uie  iisbIiUioub  eo-otiuruUon  lent 
in  tbc  settlement  of  Italian  matters,  and 
recommended,  above  all  things',  tioion  and  con- 
fidence, as  tho  sole  menus  of  srrenglhering  and 
enlarging  the  new  edifice  of  Italian  liberty. 
Menuwbile  the  people  and  the  National  Guard, 
who  filled.tbe  vast  area  ot'  the  piazza  Pitti,  raised 
unanimous  nnd  rapturous  shouts  in  houor  of 
Victor  Ematiuel,  who  appeared  nttbe  balcony 
and  thanked  iho  multitude.  The  crowd  then 
dispersed,  but  not.  without  haviDg  first  loudly 
cheered  Count  Cavour,  who  wos  coming  out 
from  ibe  pnlace.  At  six  tberowas  a  banquet  for 
about  sixiy  guests,  and  at  night  the  city  was  il- 
luminated, aud  an  exhibitilion  of  lire-works  took 
place  on  the  Carrara  Bridge." 

IIOTAL    lUUEgiUTY, 

We  think  no  better  answer  could  bo  found  to 
the  objections  of  EuropeanH  to  the  American 
system  of  electing  rulers  than  is  contained  in 
the  following  butuiliatitig  revelation  concerning 
Grand  Duku  Charles  husband  of  the  Grand 
Duchess  Sicphtibic  nfBudin,  which  is  made  by 
M.  liotiardHimon  in  the  IUbiIh  Uontemporaire. 
We  may  sometimes  elect  men  to  office  who  are 
very  fur  from  being  Ih-j  wise 4  and  beat  of  i heir 
generation,  but  none  of  them  can  retain  office 
long  enouL-b  to  perpetrate  such  idiotic  freaks  us 
the  Grand  Duke  did,  and  if  they  were  attempt- 
ed, there  is 'oo  little  respect  fo  r  magisterial  sanc- 
tity to  permit  official  fools  gratify  their  whims 
at  the  expense  of  the  public: 

"  at  the  Palace  of  Cailsruhe,"  says  the  article, 
"  a  whole  series  o)  apartments  were  found  which 
the  late  Grand  Duke  had  successively  locked 
up,  and  which  nobody  had  entered  since.  It 
had  long  been  an  old  mania  of  his  to  lay  by  eve- 
r i thing  be  received,  no  matter  what,  and  no 
matter  from  whom.  No  one  was  ever  allowed 
to  touch  ther?e  things;  the  Grand  Duke'  himself 
abstained  from  doing  so,  without  ever  taking 
the  slightest  notice  of  any  application  for  resti- 
tution. As  soon  as  a"room  was  sufficiently  full, 
he  would  lock  it  up,  taking  out  the  key,  and  be- 
gin the  same  ceremor.y  with  another.  When, 
alter  his  death,  these  mysterious  rooms  were 
opened,  they  were  found'to  be  tilled  with  an  in- 
numerable quantity  of  precious  things,  cos- 
tumes, all  kiuds  of  trumpery  down  to  children's 
plaything, recollections  ot  childhood,  andwhich 
the  Prince  bad  never  used.  Here  a  quantitv  nf 
rouleuux  of  silver,  labeled  'Cnptain'e  pay  for  H, 
H.  Prince  Charles,'  and  a  vast  quantity  ol  twen- 
ty-kieutzer  pieces  (about  fourteen  cents),  care- 
fully wrapped  up  ;  there  drawes  filled  with  rou- 
leaux of  gold;  thou  snulf-boxes  of  the  grealest 
vtilue,  rings  and  other  jewels,  to  the  amount 
ofmoretban  a  million  iu  value.  These  treas- 
ures hud  laid  dormant  there  for  many  years, 
and  yet,  a  short  time  before  his  deatb,  (he  Grand 
Duke  had  been  pinched  for  money,  which  he 
could  not  get  at  a  lower  rate  than  sixteen  per 
cent!  Then  there  were  books,  cards,  petitions, 
papers  of  all  kinds,  which  were  brought  to  light 
with  the  treasures;  an  immense  quantity  of 
sealed  letters,  dispatches  which  h  id  been  looked 
for  in  vain,  and  then  thought  to  be  lost !  pre- 
cious documents,  tbe  want  of  which  hud  pre- 
vented the  eettlemont  of  important  ufl'airs,  and 
seriously  endangered  legitimateiulerehts.  Last- 
ly, there  were  p  eees  of  art,  rich  arms,  ottered 
for  sale  to  the  Prince  a  long  time  before,  and 
which  were  found  pell-mell  with  embroidered 
court  dresses,  masquerading  costumes  and 
luced  hats.  Jn  mnuy  eases  it  wts  impossible  to 
find  out  tbe  owners  of  some  of  these  articles, 
and  then  again  things  which  had  been  paid  for 
by  tho  civil  list,  and  never  had  made  their  ap- 
pearance, were  found  here." 

AMERICAN   GIRLS  AND   THE   POP*. 

A  letter  from  Rome  of  the  14th,  in  tho  ilonde, 
say  a  : 

"The  day  before  yesterday  was  one  which  af- 
forded immense  consolation  to  the  Sovereign 
Pontiff.  At  au  early  hour  in  the  morning  ffia 
Holiness  went  to  the  Church  of  St.  Agnes  e.r/ra 
muros,  to  return  thanks  to  God  nnd  tlie  Immac- 
ulate Virgin  for  the  extraordinary  protection 
winch  bad  preseivd  hi*  lj|fe  ,iud  that  of  a  nu- 
merous assembly  on  the  12th  of  April,  1858.  As 
it  was  also  tho  anniversary  of  his  return  from 
Gaelu  in  1850,  it  was  a  double  f,U  lor  ihe  fuith- 
(ul,  who  greeted  the  Head  ot  the  Church  witii 
the  most  extiat-rdinary  enthusiasm.  His  Holi- 
ness officiated  on  the  oocusion,  and  among  the 
numerous  persona  to  whom  he  had  distributed 
the  sacramental  bread  be  remnrted  two  young 
American  girls,  dressed  in  white  and  crowned 
with  Dowers,  and  who,  for  tbe  Qrst  time  ap- 
proached tbe  communion  table.  These  children 
had  come  with  thtir  father  and  mother  and 
wore,  alter  mass,  inlroduced  into  the  'room 
where  Pius IX.  aud  nil  the  assistants,  as  is  the 
custom  on  such  occasions,  were  partaking  of  a 
collation  coii.sisLui);  of  chocolate,  ices  cakes 
and  sweetmeats.  The  Pupo  was  graciously' 
pleased  to  look  for  tho  children,  and  to  soy 
'■Where  are  those  little  augels?  I  wish  them 
to  come  and  sit  at  my  side."  The.children  then 
placed  themselves  without  timidity  and  without 
boldness  one  on  either  sids  of  His  Holiness 
The  father  of  tho  young  girls  was  very  much 
afleotcd,  and  the  mother  was  as  if  beside  her. 
self.  Being  the  week  in  aibU,  tbe  Pope,  cou- 
formobly  to  tho  rubic,  only  dres.-res  in  white 
The  young  pupils  of  the  Romau  College  came' 
and  presented  him  with  a  handsome  ted  etolo 
richly  embroidered.  Plus  IX.  fulthr.w  gratified 
the  pupils  would  he  at  his  immediately  putting 
ou  the  vestment,  but  then  the  rubic  stood  in  the 
way.  «I  will  ask  pei  m usion  from  the  Pope," 
he  si  id,  with  n  smile,  and  then  put  the  red  stole 
over  his  neck.  On  returning  to  the  Vatican 
Wis  dolmens  was  greeted  with  redoubled  en- 
thusiasm. In  the  event  jg  Rome  was  illumin  at. 
«d  as  during  the  greatest  solemnities.

That  calamitous  oc 
curreoce  christened  the  JJ-ikirs'  Strike  was  a 
c^mbina'.ion  of  tit  journeymen  in  the  cracker 
de  partment  to  net  ih-ir  wapes  advanced  to  good 
Urn-'s  price'.  Fire  of  them  finding  thai  the  con - 
nfciiooa  were  all  tnude  in  time  and  the  wheels 
of  th-  "  Mfflmoical  oven"  performed  their  wont 
«d  t>V  dutio  i', 'at  their  own  solicitation )  return- 
ed to  ilieir  teicrul  posts  at  ihe  former  prices. 
The  o  curreoce  did  not  in  the  least  di-lurb  llie 
employee*  in  other  department*,  nor  ihe  propri- 
etor or  men  in  charge  al  the  Bakery.

ed bv  hours  and  minutes.  The  state  of  the  at 
mo-phere  otfecis  the  rising,  and  retards  orac 
ceteraies  the  manufacture,  causing  the  men  lr- 
"wail  on  the  don^h,"  (a  baker's  phrase,)  aud 
they  may  at  times  (not  oftoo)  be  found  ut  work 
aud  waiting  twelve  to  fourteen  hours,  hat-tug 
opportunity  to  leave  the  Bakery  to  ret  their 
meals.  Their  average  working  "time  docs  uni 
exceed  nine  hours  per  day.  The'  crack' r 
makers,  who  have  elicited  so  much 
notice,  commence  at  sevt-n  a  m.,  aud  slop 
wo'k  one  hour  lor  dinner  and  quit  work  nt  rive 
p  u.  Wujioi  one  dollar  per  d-iy.  Thus  instead 
■of  "fourteen  hours'  at  seven  cents  aa  hour," 
their  working  time  does  not  not  exceed  nine 
hours  per  da',  uud  instead  of  men,  tUvat  cenll 
per  hour.  The  cutnpany  hisnaid  journeymen 
bakers,  in  every  department,  one  dollar  per 
day  through  the  winter,  aud  are  still  paying  the 
same.  The  foremen  of  different  departments 
mrire  proportionate  to  their  skill  and  the  re 
sponaioilny  of  ihe  place  they  occupy.  Boys  in 
the  poking  department  have  seventy-five  cents 
per  day  of  ten  huurs.  All  the  operatives  in  the 
enmnaoy's  employ  are  paid  cash  every  week  — 
The  company  will  have  none  but  competent  und 
farfiiul  men;  uomo  of  them  have  been  in  the 
•  in ploy  of  members  of  this  company  for  the 
las*  seven  yearn,  ami  most  of  the  journeymen 
aud  foremen  iu  tbis  company's  employ  since  the 
bub iry  was  established.  ISo  one  is  employed 
or  discharged  on  account  of  religious  or  poiiti- 
oaljpredelieiious. 

I  am  not  acquainted  with  all  the  Stockholders 
and  cannot  vouch  for  their  religious  or  political 
opinions.  I  am  conndent  that  politics,  as  that 
term  is  u.-ually  received,  was  not  tbe  besisupon 
which  the  Mechanical  Bakery  Company  whs 
formed.  Yet,  though  the  manufactory  is  in  a 
free  city,  and  operates  only  by  free  labor,  and 
the  'stockholders  exposed  to  political  party 
slang,  I  presume  tbey  will  not  abandon  thl- 
ent«rprise  on  account  of  any  partisan  abuse. 

Th*-  people  of  Chicago  already  manifest  a  due 
appreciation  of  the  influence  of  tbe  bakery  in 
improving  and  cheapening  the  price  of  bread. 
Thit  being  a  subject  of  more  interest  to  them 
than  to  know  what  cburch  or  party  the  stock- 
holders are  severally  connected  with.  The  Me- 
chanical Bakery  has  been  in  operation  uboul 
two  tear?,  and  we  say,  without  fear  of  success- 
fal  contradiction,  that  tbe  purchasers  and  con- 
snmero  o  bread  and  crackers  in  this  city  and 
sarroundings  have  been  saved  of  ten  hundred 
t&O'Witid  detfare  by  its  influence. 

This  groat  benefit  has  mainly  accrued 
to  the  laboring  classes.  Tbe  bakery  is  now 
filling  orders  for  points  heretofore  much 
beyond  tbe  influence  of  Chicago  trade. — 
Many  of  the  leading  business  men  located 
in  the  various  towns  and  cities  in  twelve 
States  and  Territories  of  the  North  and  West

Mr,  Grow  [uoTed  to  take  op  the  bill  to  estab- 
lish a  temporary  Government  for  Iduhue, which 
was  on  Thursday  postponed  till  to  day. 

Mr.  Clark  of  llarylnud  raised  a  point  of  or- 
de-,  that  tlio  bill  was  yesterday  laid  on  the 
table. 

Mr,  Grow  snid  the  bills  were  not  Ideotical, 
one  requiring  two  thirds  of  the  legislative  as- 
sembly to  overrule  tbe  veto  of  the  Gov.,  aud 
the  other  merely  the  majority. 

Tho  Spenker  decided  that  the  pending  bill 
was  not  tahled  yesterday. 

Mr.  Barksdale  replied,  if  ihis  decision  was 
right,  auction  on  auv  bill  could  not  be  concluded. 
Mr.  Grow  said  there  were  fifteen  or  twenty 
thousand  persons  in  Idaboe,  and  argued  that  if 
the  general  government  has  porter  to  acquire 
territory,  it  la  its  duty  to  mnke  arrangements 
by  which  settlers  can  ob  protected  by  an  estab- 
lished government.  Tbis  bill  waa  the  most 
meritorious  one  ol  tbe  season. 

iMr.  Clark  of  Missouri  eaid  every  foot  of  Ida- 
boe is  within  the  organized  Territories  of  Utah, 
Kansas  and  Nebraska. 

Mr.  Case  spoke  in  furor  of  the  bill,  saying 
Pike's  Peak  is  nearly  six  hundred  miles  Irom 
the  Capital  of  Kansas,  nod  the  people  there  now 
have  their  own  provisional  government  in  defi- 
ance of  existing  law.  He  contradicted  Mr. 
Thayer's  views  about  Territorial  jurisdiction, 
and  hinted  that  the  latter  was  not  sound  in  the 
Republican  party  failb. 

Mr.  Houston  charged  partisan  motives  on 
those  who  supported  tho  series  of  territorial 
measures  and  moved  to  table  the  Idahoe  bill. 
Carried  by  91  against  78. 

The  House  then  went  Into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  on  territorial  business.  Several  bills 
passed  including  those  providing  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  military  rouds  in  the  teiritories 
of  Washington  and  New  Mexico. 
Adjourned.

Senator  Boll  Speaks. 

PntLADELptiiA,  May  11.— A  meeting-was  held 
this  evening  at  the  Constitutional  Head  Quar- 
ters. Tcerv  were  able  addresses  by. the  dele- 
gates of  tbe  late  Convention.  A  procession  was 
formed,  heuded  by  a  band,  which  proceeded  in 
the  Lapierre  House  to  serenade  Senator  Bell. 
Mr.  Hell  was  introduced  from  tho  balcony  by 
Jos,  U.  Ingersoll,  who  eulogized  the  unanimity 
of  the  Convention  aud  the  candidates  presented. 

Mr.  Bell  was  received  with  cheers.  He  said 
it  would  be  contrary  to  hucm  n  nature  if  be  did 
not  lee)  deeply  sensible  of  the  bouor  paid  him, 
but  he  also  felt  that  the  assemblage  whs  main- 
ly to  approve  the  action  of  tho  Convention.— 
He  di'J  not  appear  to  make  a  speech  upou  the 
political  topics  of  the  day,  but  to  utter  his 
thuuks  for  the  present  manifestation.  He  al- 
luded to  the  causes  which  led  to  the  Convou- 
tiou,  it  being  the  distrust  of  both  tbe  Demo- 
cratic aud  Republican  parties.  Ho  trusted  that 
the  party  to  succeed  them  would  be  a  party  of 
the  Uuiou  and  the  Constitution  of  the  country. 
He  appealed  to  the  people  to  come  forth  in  their 
might  and  manifest  a  rJetermiuiuioii  to  call  buck, 
the  country  lo  the  true  objects  of  the  institu- 
tions ol  a  republican  government,  and  not  ex- 
haust its  energies  iu  abstractions.  It  is  mani- 
fest that  the  public  conniience  in  the  stability 
of  tbe  republic  bas  deierioruted  within  the  last 
twenty  years  :  the  convention  therefore  wisely 
banished  from  its  consideration  all  exciting  top- 
ics that  had  scattered  distrust  between  the 
North  aud  tbe  Suutb,  kuo-ing  that  it  could 
lead  to  no  public  good.  That  convention  tho't 
fit,  among  such  a  host  of  worthies,  to  select 
your  speaker.  It  is  a  compliment  of  which  I 
leel  my  uuworthiness. 

He  concluded  by  trusting  that  the  party  foun- 
ded under  such  auBpicoius  harmony  and  good 
feeling,  would  be  successful  in  establishing  a 
uew  era,  and  if  so  the  convention  shull  not 
have  lobored  io  vaiu.  His  course  for  the  last 
twenty  years  was  well  known,  and  it  would  he 
needltss  to  refer  lo  it.  Again  thanking  ibc 
crowd  lor  tho  honor  conferred  on  bim,  Mr.  Bell 
relired  amid  hearty  though  not  general  cheer- 
ing. 

rroin  occasional  interruption*  nnd  responses 
to  seutiments  uttered,  it  was  evideut  the  crowd 
was  composed  of  miscellaneous  parties,  attrac- 
ted by  curiosity,  and  that  tbo  friends  of  the 
cause  hardly  had  time  to  get  their  enthusiasm 
to  fever  heat  yet.

The  -'ten  hour"  system  us  been  adopted  hi 
every  department  ni  which  it  IB  pniclioable  to 
Introduce  it,  and  ibere  is  but  one  election,

■nhnaibilUy  of  the  plaro  they  ocenpy.  Boys  in 
Ibe  packing  depart  meat  have  aevooty-fivecenle 
per  day  of  ten  hours.  All  the  operatives  in  the 
company'-  employ  aro  puid  cash  every  week  — 
The  company  will  have  nunc  but  competent  and 
fo.ru m I  ruin;  some  of  ihem  have  been  in  the 
•  mploy  of  membera  of  this  company  for  the 
las'  seven  yeor.i,  and  most  of  the  journeymen 
aud  foremen  io  this  company'.- employ  aiccetbe 
bakery  Wiifl  established.  No  one  is  employed 
or  discharged  on  account  of  religion*  or  jioliti- 
oalspreduhctione. 

I  am  nol  acquainted  with  nil  the  Stockholders 
and  cannot  vouch  for  their  religious  or  political 
opinions.  I  am  confident  that  politics,  as  that 
term  is  usually  received,  svus  nol  the  basis  upon 
which  the  Mechanical  Bakery  Company  was 
formed.  Yet,  tbongh  tbc  miiuutaclory  is  in  n 
free  city,  and  operates  only  by  free  labor,  and 
the  [stockholders  exposed  to  political  party 
slang,  I  presume  they  will  not  abandon  the 
en'euprise  on  account  of  any  partisan  abuse.

Pdilauelpiiia,  May  11. — A  meeting  was  held 
this  eveniug  at  tbe  Constitutional  Head  Quar- 
ters. There  were  able  addresses  by. the  dele- 
giitesof  tbe  late  Convention.  A,  procession  was 
tormed,  beaded  by  a  baud,  which  proceeded  In 
the  Lapierre  House  to  serenade  Sena  tor  Bell. 
Mr.  Hell  was  introduced  from  lhe  balcony  by 
Jos.  K.  Ingersol),  who  eulogized  the  unanimity 
of  the  Contention  aud  tbe  caudidutes  present  ed. 

Mr.  litll  was  received  with  cheers.  He  antd 
it  would  be  contrary  to  bumf  n  nature  if  he  did 
not  feel  deeply  sensible  of  tbe  honor  naid  him, 
but  lie  also  felt  that  the  assemblage  wus  main- 
ly lo  approve  the  action  of  tbe  Convention. — 
He  did  not  appear  lo  niako  a  speech  upon  the 
political  topics  of  the  day,  but  to  utter  bis 
tli  links  for  tbc  present  manifestation,  He  al- 
luded to  tho  causes  which  led  to  tbe  Conven- 
tion, it  being  tbe  distrust  of  both  ibe  Demo- 
cratic aud  Republican  parties.  He  trusteil  that 
tho  party  to  succeed  them  would  be  a  party  nl 
the  Union  and  the  Constitution  of  Hie  country. 
He  appealed  to  the  people  tu  come  forth  in  their 
might  and  manifest  aUctcrmiuuiion  to  call  back;

It  is  mani- 
fest that  the  public  confidence  in  the  stability 
of  tbe  republic  has  deteriorated  within  the  last 
twenty  years  :  the  convention  therefore  wisely 
banished  from  its  consideration  all  exciting  ton- 
ics that  had  scattered  distrust  between  tbe 
North  and  the  tiuulh,  knowing  that  it  could 
lead  to  uo  public  good.  That  convention  tho't 
fit,  anioug  such  a  host  of  worthies,  to  select 
your  speaker.  It  is  a  compliment  of  nbicb  I 
teel  my  uuwortbiness. 

He  concluded  by  trustingthat  the  parly  foun- 
ded under  socb  auspicohis  harmouy  and  good 
feeling,  would  he  successful  in  establishing  a 
uew  era,  aad  if  so  tbe  convection  shall  not 
hare  labored  in  vaia.
